A W o m a n 's C h ristian T em p era n ce U nion 
M ovem en t. 
C l ev e l a n d (Ohio), December 20th.—The 
Provisional Committee of the Non-Parti­ 
san W om an’s Christian Temperance Union 
to-day issued an address to the public. 
The trouble between the members and 
the leaders of the National W om an's Chris­ 
tian Temperance Union, whioh cnlminated 
at the last Convention in the w ithdraw al of 
delegates opposed to au alliance with the 
Prohibition party, is discussed at length. 
The document says: 
H arm ony seem ed impossible. A redress ol 
grievances was denied. Only one resource was 
left, an d th a t was to form a new organization, 
for th e following reasons: 
F irst—We believe the political policy of the 
N ational Woman s C hristian T em perance Union 
wrong in principal, contrary to th e letter and 
spirit of th e original Constituion, illogical in its 
reasoning, inconsistent in its conclusions aud 
exceedingly d etrim ental to th e cause of tem per­ 
ance. 
Second—We believe th e w ork ol Christian 
tem perance stands above an d beyond the lines 
of party or sect, and we cannot follow the lead 
ot th e N ational Convention ia pledging o u r in­ 
fluence to any party. We m ust b e ’ fre e to c a li 
on th e best m en of all parties for the aid we 
need, and we m ust have help to m ake our work 
a success. We m ust have the influence ot the 
press of th e nation, so far as th at influence is on 
the side of God and hum anity, irrespective of 
party lines. 
We m ust range u nder o u r banners 
C hristian tem perance wom en of ail sections of 
our nation, w hich cannot be done by an organi­ 
zation whose 
sym pathies 
aud support 
are 
pledged to party. 
T h u d — An increasingly 
large num ber of 
wom en, w ho have contributed m oney, influence 
aud years of hard, self-denying labor to build lip 
th e N ational W om en's C hristian Tem perance 
U nion, feci th at th eir usefulness is crippled and 
th eir consistency questioned by the equivocal 
policy o f th e N ational Committee, w hich avows 
its allegiance to and boldly cham pions the 
canse of a political party, w hile at the sam e 
tim e it denies partisanship. 
F ourth—The refusal of the N ational Union by 
an overw helm ing m ajority to adopt a non-parti­ 
san am endm ent to th e C onstitution m akes it 
im perative for honest non-partisau women to 
let the w orld understand th at they w ill no 
longer rem ain in this anom alous position, by­ 
being com m itted to a resolution and so-called 
tests 
ol 
loyalty 
to 
partisan 
action 
in 
the 
N ational Convention w hile disavow ing 
the sam e in the field, and since the old organ? 
zation will not right the wrongs th a t have re­ 
sulted fxom the unw ise, unjust policy, but 
shows a determ ination to stam p ou t ail honest 
doubts in the m inds of wom en o f rank, and 
treat w ith unveiled contem pt all w ho differ 
from the m ajority in regard to th e m ethods of 
work, 
th e dissenters m ust quietly yield, or 
w ithdraw in com pany of those of like faith and 
pursue a course th a t seems to them right and 
wise. 
F ifth —A dem and is also grow ing for a Na­ 
tional Tem perance Society less com plex in the 
aim s and m ore sim ple in its organized capacity 
for such objects only as have a direct bearing 
upon tem perance reform. 
S ix th —The unchristian treatm en t accorded 
to C hristian wom en from year to year, who dare 
to u tter th eir sentim ents in these N ational As­ 
sem blies not in harm ony w ith th eir chosen 
policy, em phasizes th e propriety of fotm ing a n ­ 
other organization. 
Seventh—The 
increasing 
im possibility of 
w orking 
harm oniously 
w ith 
the National 
W omen’s C hristian Tem perance Union w ithout 
a sacrifice of h o ie st convictions aud self-respect 
or the alternative of leaving th e work alto­ 
gether, w hich m any cannot do because of th eir 
convictions, is from a higher source th an the 
N ational Union, and dem ands a new organiza­ 
tion, through w hich thousands of wom en, who 
w ill not be com prom ised by th e partisan a tti­ 
tude of the N ational W om en's Christian Tem ­ 
perance U nion, as well as thousands who have 
not enlisted, m ay, 
by

com bined ef­ 
forts and in unity of 
spirit 
and 
bonds 
of peace labor for the overthrow of the drink 
traffic. The lam entable loss of m oral pow er 
th a t has resulted from the partisan attitude of 
th e N ational W omen’s C hristian Tem perance 
Union m ay be in a m easure retrieved by a soci­ 
ety keeping its*If free from all entanglem ents.

iavite correspondence. Let all w ho are inter­ 
ested in th is N ational m ovem ent respond w ith ­ 
out delay. If any are ready to enlist u nder th e 
non-partisan banner, let them say so at once. 
If any h ave “ God speed" for us, let them m ail 
It, as so m any have done, th a t we m ay know 
whose hearts th rill w ith new hope because of 
th is rallying call. 
On D ecem ber i3d, th e anniversary of the cru­ 
sade, we entreat our w om en to renew their 
vows before God. an d solem nly pledge before 
H im who knows our hearts, th at hand to hand, 
w ith a sim ple tru st in our divine leader, and 
courage th a t overcom es all difficulties and 
knows no defeats, we w ill seek to stay this 
deadly pestilence, w hich cuts dow n the great 
and gillcd as well as th e low and degraded, and 
m akes the fairest spots on earth darkened and 
desolate. Nor w ill we ktfow rest u n til God 
calls us hom e, or gives ns th e desire of our 
hearts, a land free from the dom inion of the 
d rink traffic.

M O N TA N A L EG ISL A T U R E . 


B o th H o u ses a re O rgan ized a n d R ead y 
for B u sin ess. 
H e len a (Mont ), December 2 0th—This 
is the twenty-eighth day in the Legislature 
and both houses are at last organized and 
attending to business. The House has been 
long organized and has transacted some 
business and passed one bill. 
The m em ­ 
bers in the House show a praiseworthy 
ambition to do work. 
In the Senate the 
Democrats evince a desire to block all 
proceedings and object to everything placed 
before that body lor consideration. 
This m orning a joint committee from 
both Houses was appointed to wait on the 
Governor and inform him that they were 
organized and ready for business. The 
House committee consisted of three Re­ 
publicans and two Democrats. The Sen­ 
ate consists of two Democrats and one Re­ 
publican. 
The Democratic Senators on 
the committee refused to serve, and so one 
Senator and the House committee waited 
on the Governor. 
In the House to-day Bill No. 1, relating 
to the republication of public documents, 
was reported back from the committee, 
who recommended its passage. 
The House resolution protesting against 
the Northern Pacific road acquiring titles 
to m ineral lands in Montana, and "asking 
Congress to take steps so as to prevent the 
issue of patents to such laud to the rail­ 
road company, was ordered printed. 
A bill to prevent prize-fighting in the 
State will be introduced Monday bv Cray. 
A bill fixing the term s of the Supreme 
Court Judges was passed by a unanim ous 
vote._______________ ______ 


E N V E L O PE D IN FO G . 


N ew Y ork H as a G en u in e S cotch M ist, 
S u g g estiv e o f P n eu m o n ia . 
N ew Y o r k . December 20;h.—New York 
is enveloped in 
one of the most dis­ 
agreeable fogs to-day the city has seen in 
many years. 
It was a veritable Scotch 
mist, cold, clammy, and suggestive of 
pneumonia. 
Duping the day the city has 
been in twilight haziness, and to-night the 
entire absence of electric lights, combined 
w ith the denseness of the fog. makes the 
m ain thoroughfares disagreeable specta­ 
cles, while the side streets are almost as 
dark as pitch. The impediments offered to 
travel are greater than has ever been ob­ 
served. 
The elevated trains are running far be­ 
hind time, while the entrance to the 
Brooklyn bridge has been in a state of 
blockade all day. 
It is on North and East 
rivers, however, that most difficulty is ex­ 
perienced, and people going from ibis city 
to Jersey, Brooklyn, etc., are kept back 
hours 
behind 
their 
usual time. 
The 
Brooklyn bridge trains were at times badly 
mixed up, and the passengers got one or 
two frights to day in consequence. 
Fortunately no accidents of a serious na­ 
ture are reported, and beyond the collision 
between the two ferryboats in North river 
this afternoon, which caused a great fright 
to passengers, no more damage was done 
than the detrim ent to travel. 
Late to-night 
the fog is lifting. 
L a t e r—W hile travel was at its height on 
the Brooklyn bridge to-night a broken 
coupling caused a collision Dear the Brook­ 
lyn term inus. 
A conductor of the Cool- 
ding train received severe injuries, the pas­ 
sengers became panic-stricken and several 
ladies fainted.____________ 


C O N SO LIDA TIO N 


Of th e U nion P aclflc, D en v er nn<l G u lf 
R a ilro a d . 


B o sto n. December 20th.—The term s of 
the consolidation of the Union Pacific and 
Colorado lines with the Denver, Texas 
and Fort W orth Railroad, as yesterday 
agreed upon by the votes of the Union Pa­ 
cific Directors, a re : 
That certain branch companies of the 
Union Pacific, Damely, the Colorado Cen­ 
tral, Denver and Middle Park; Denver, 
M arshall and Boulder: Georgetown, Breck- 
enridge and Leadville; Greeley, Salt Lake 
and Pacific, and the Cheyenne and Northern 
Company, an aggregate of 505 miles of 
road, aré to be consolidated with the Den­ 
ver, Texas and Fort W orth Railroad, ex­ 
tending from Denver, Col., to F ort W orth, 
Texas, 775 miles of the m ain line and its 
branches, and 106 miles of the m ain line 
and branches leased. 
The new company is to be known as the 
Union Pacific, Denver and Gulf Railroad, 
being 1.435 miles long and to have a capi­ 
tal stock of $25,000 per mile and a mortgage 
bond indebtedness of not exceeding $250,­ 
000 per mile. 
Such new bonds as may be issued will 
bear interest at 5 per cent. 
Holders of the 
Denver, Texas and Fort W orth stock will 
receive share for share of the consolidated 
stock, and the holders of the Denver, Texas 
and Fort W orth system bonds will receive 
bond for bond of the consolidated company 
in exchange for 
the present mortgage 
bonds. 
The am ount of stock per m ile outstand­ 
ing when the consolidation is executed 
will be $23,494, and the am ount of m ort­ 
gage bonds $20.911 per mile, The new 
company's lines will be part of the LTnion 
Pacific system, and the Union Pacific will 
hold control of it3 share of the capital. 


T R A IN R O B B E R S. 


A n E x p ress Car B olib eil an d a M an K ille d 
by T ex a s O u tlaw s. 
T e m p l e (Tex.), December 20th.—The 
west-bound passenger-train on the San A n­ 
gelo branch of the Santa Fe wss held-up 
this m orning at Bangs' Station, 132 miles 
west, while the train was standing at the 
station. The train-guard, Al. Wolf, was 
standing on the ground, when approached 
by four men. who drew pistols and ordered 
him to throw up his hand3. 
Brakem an Penn snatched the guard's 
pistol and tired into the gang. T h e . rob­ 
bers returned the fire, m ortally wounding 
Penn. Then they compelled the guard to 
uncouple the express car from the next 
coach and ordered the engineer to run 
ahead to a point distant, where the express 
car was robbed. Only about $42 was ob­ 
tained by the robbers. Pursuit is being 
made. 


CH ECK S TO L EPR O SY . 


G reat In te r est in th e Su b ject S h ow n in 
E n g la n d and A m erica . 


N e w Y o r k. December 20th.—On January 
13th the Prince of Wales is to preside at a 
meeting of notable physicians and other 
men of prominence, held in I.ondon for 
stim ulating contributions to the fund for 
the alleviation of leprosy and the protec­ 
tion of the public against it. 
Meanwhile tw - leading English reviews 
take np the subject. 
In the Nineteenth 
Century Sir Moreil Mackenzie writes on 
“ The Dreadful Revival of Leprosy," and 
Dr. Robson Roose, in the Fortnightly, on 
“ Lepers and Leprosy in Norway." 
Both of them agree substantially with 
the conclusion reached by Dr. Prince A. 
Morrow, a specialist of this city on skin 
diseases, in a paper read before the New 
Y ork Academy of Medicine last June, de­ 
scribing his observations of leprosy in the 
Sandwich Islands, Mexico and this coun­ 
try. 
Mr. Morrow's conclusions are that the 


disease is distinctly and undisputedly con­ 
tagious, and that civilized oountries are as 
liable to it as uncivilized if they are not pro­ 
tected by the enforcement of rigorous 
m easures for the isolation of lepers.

Bhaw was badly burned about the neck and 
arms. 
H er recovery is doubtful. 
Edna 
Fonda, aged 13, was frightfully burned 
about the head aud face. 
There are no 
hopes for her recovery. Georgia H orner 
was badly burned on the back and abdo­ 
men ; no hopes of her recovery. 
Nellie 
W estgate was badly burned about the upper 
portions of the body. 
H er injuries are 
thought to be fatal. 
Editn Wheeler, aged 
17; Edna H olland, aged 13, and Bessie 
Bamford, aged 14. wete all seriously burned, 
but there are hopes for their recovery. 
Those slightly burned are seven in num ­ 
ber. but their conditions are not such as to 
cause great anxiety. 


A L IE N C O NTRACT L A B O R . 


A C ase o f In te r est to th e L abor C la sses 
o f th e C ountry. 
W a sh in g to n, December 20th.—Secretary 
W indom, 
assisted 
by Attorney-General 
M iller and several Treasury officials, gave 
a hearing yesterday in the celebrated Glass- 
blowers' case. 
This is the case where a 
Pittsburg firm m ade a requisition upon a 
local assembly of the Knights of Labor for 
twenty-five glass blowers, and, as the as­ 
sembly had no idle members, they brought 
the num ber necessary from an assembly in 
England. The question was at once raised 
that this was a violation of the Alien Con­ 
tract law, and the Treasury officials sus­ 
tained that contention. 
The firm and 
K nights of Labor officials appealed, and 
this was the cause of the nearing. To-day, 
just as the bearing was to commence, the 
Knights of Labor officials objected to re­ 
porters beiog present. 
W indom sustained 
the objection and the reporters were re­ 
quested to leave. 


DOM P E D R O . 


H e F a ile d to R e co n cile th e P o p e and 
V ictor E m m a n u el. 
N ew Y o r k , December 20th.—Since Dom 
Pedro has been deposed this story has be­ 
come public. 
W hen he was in Rome in 
in 1871 he conceived the idea of reconciling 
the Pope and Victor Em m anuel. 
Entering the Quirioal at 7 o'clock in the 
m orning he found the servants sweeping 
and dusting. They took him for an insane 
man, but at last announced him to the 
Pope. The latter received him and Dom 
Pedro sa id : 
“Most holy father, I have 
come to reconcile you with Victor Em ­ 
m anuel. He is waiting down below in a 
closed carriage, in St. Peter's square, and 
I beg your Holiness to receive him in 
order to put au end to the present disa­ 
greement ” 
Pius IX . intim ated to the Em peror that 
he should busy himself with Brazil and 
leave to the Qairinal people the task of 
finding out a way to an amicable arrange­ 
m ent. 
Dom Pedro was much surprised, 
and be said so to the Pope. Since then ac­ 
cess to the Vatican ante-cbambers has been 
most difficult. 


R eo rg a n izin g th e P en sio n B u rea u . 
W a sh in g to n, December 20:h.—Commis­ 
sioner Raum to-day issued an order abol­ 
ishing the Board of Re-review in the Pension 
Bureau, and distributing the forty m em ­ 
bers of that Board among the five adjudi­ 
cating distributions, Of the officers, six of 
the ablest men in the Board of Re-revtew 
will be assigned to tbe duty of n Board of 
Review, as a committee to which all the 
more im portant and difficult questions will 
be referred for decision. The Board of Re­ 
view will thus be increased from eighty- 
two to eighty-eight men. The rem aining 
thirty-four Re-reviewers, together with the 
forty special exam iners recently recalled 
from field work, will be distributed among 
the adjudicating division, thus increasing 
their effective working force by seventy- 
four men. 
All of the divisions of the office are to be 
on a corrected and simplified basis, with a 
view to increasing to its utmost the adjudi­ 
cating capacity ot the Bureau. 
L a m b er C om p an ies W in. 
A sh la n d (Wis ). December 20th.—A dis­ 
pute involving mineral and pine lands in 
Northern Wisconsin worth over a m illion 
dollars, was decided by the United States 
Land Office to-day. The Cranberry Lum ­ 
ber Company, of Saginaw, Mich., the Mus- 
ser-Sauntry Land, Logging and M anufact­ 
uring Company, of Muscatine, Ia., and 
the Superior Lumber Company, of Mason, 
Wis., hied a notice of intention to offer 
final proof of certain lands aggregating 
20,000 acres. 
F. M. Dudley, the land at­ 
torney of the Northern Pacific Railway, 
and W . F. Shea, attorney for the alleged 
settlers on the lands, presented a protest. 
The land officials declared tbe lumber 
firms m entioned above had established the 
ownership of their final proof.

A squad of police­ 
men hastened there and found forty or 
fifty men fighting w ith stones, clubs and 
improvised weapons of all kinds. The 
mob fled at tbe sight of the officers.

SOUTH A M E R IC A . 


A C h ilea n C on tract to S ecu re Im m ig r a ­ 
tio n from E u rop e. 
P an a m a, December 20th.—Advices from 
Chile state that the reception in the U nited 
States of the South AmericanCorumission- 
ets to the Pan-Am erican Congress has pro­ 
duced a good impression. Although little 
imm ediate benefit is expected from the con­ 
ference, tbe people of Chile believe that the 
ultim ate results will be very advantageous 
to all parties. The future is looked to m ore 
than the present. 
The wheat and barley crops are reported 
to be very poor on the bill lands all over 
the country, but where irrigation is possi­ 
ble there is every prospect of a handsom e 
yield. 
Nothing of interest has occurred on the 
coast. 
The public attention is turned to the 
political subjects of the dav and to political 
reformation. It is very doubtful if the 
Liberal party can carry the day against the 
strong Government power. 
The Government has contracted to bring 
to Chile 25,000 im m igrants from Europe. 
Since February of this year there have ar­ 
rived 6,670 persons, and 1,500 are on the 
way. 
There has been trouble in the Chilean 
Naval School, owing to some of the cadets 
taking leave of absence at night w ithout 
permission, scaling the walls or bribing the 
guard to effect their object. 
W hen this was 
discovered a regular tum ult took place 
among the cadets, and four of the ring­ 
leaders were imprisoned, to be probably 
discharged later on.

FARM m ORCHARD. 


SEEDLING FRUIT TREES SHOULD BE 
ALLOWED TO MATURE. 


T h e Jersey Cow as a C heese M aker - 
G rafting W ax—Starving O range 
T rees—F arm N otes. 


Most of our choicest orchard fruits have 
been secured from seedlings, and other still 
better varieties will, no doubt, be gotten 
from the same source. It is the usual cus­ 
tom of orchardists to pull up and destroy 
every seedling that makes its appearance. 
This is a short-sighted policy, for what 
is characterized as a worthless incumbrance 
to the ground may prove of the greatest 
value. Around fruit farms many seeds 
have an opportunity to germinate, but, 
when left to nature, only those of the 
hardiest constitutions force their way to 
the surface. They will oftentimes, if given 
the opportunity, prove to be good, healthy, 
characteristic varieties. Instead of de­ 
stroying the seedlings, carefully transplant 
them to some out-ot-the-way place, and 
allow sufficient time to produce several 
crops before passing a harsh judgment. 
Seedlings, when coming into bearing, some­ 
times do not produce for several years a 
fruit of seeming value, but with the ma­ 
turity of the tree the fruit is found to be 
of great superiority. All of the luscious 
fruits we have are the results of the labor 
and watchfulness of others; and it would 
not be amiss to each year plant a few fruit 
seels, with the hope that from them may 
spring something better than we already 
have. In this way you will foster the true 
horticultural spirit, and there will be con­ 
tributed something to the advancement of 
the business which you have adopted.— 
California Fruit-Grower. 
THE JERSEY COW. 
The Jersey is considered pre-eminently 
as a butter cow, with her most profitable 
nse in that direction, on account of the 
large proportion of cream contained in her 
milk. Consumers of cheese need not be 
told that its excellence depends almost 
wholly on the quality of the milk from 
which it is prepared, as is further well in­ 
dicated by the commercial terms of cream 
cheese, skim cheese, etc., according as Qie 
milk from which it was made may have 
been whole milk, or skimmed and robbed 
of its cream. If the milk be poor in but­ 
ter the cheese must be equally so, and will 
grade according to its richness ordeficienev 
in cream. Many persons are of the opin­ 
ion that cream which has once been sepa­ 
rated can never be so well mixed again 
with the milk, that a portion of the fatty 
matter will not flow out with the whey, 
thus rendering the cheese less rich. This 
has given rise to some discussion as to 
whether rich Jersey milk can be profitably 
made into cheese without skimming. Ac­ 
cording to the late Professor Arnold, while 
the Jersey is emphatically a butter cow 
her milk is rich in cheese matter, and can, 
without the waste of its buttery matter, 
be converted into cheese as rich as Englislj 
Stilton. Commenting on the above, Hoard's 
Dairyman says: “Professor Arnold was 
speaking of new, warm milk, almost im­ 
mediately from the cow, when the solids 
are in the most perfect emulsion and hence 
more of the globules of fat will be held by 
the rennet. With mixed milk brought to 
a factory once a day the case would be dif­ 
ferent.” Practical home cheese-makers 
universally agree that the sooner the milk 
is set for cheese-making after it has been 
drawn from the cow the more of butter fat 
the cheese will contain. 
CHURNING SWEET CREAM. 
Hoards Dairyman tells that Professor 
James Long, one of the dairy lights of 
England, has been experimenting in 
churning sweet cream, cream ripened to 
common acidification and sweet cream 
mixed with lactic acid. 
From equal 
amounts of well-mixed cream, the sweet 
cream gave 38 ounces of butter, that 
ripened 481 ounces, and that with lactic 
acid yielded 44 ounces. 
He then tried it using acetic acid, 1 
ounce to 16 pounds of cream, and trom it 
got 45 ounces of butter, from sweet cream 
40 ounces, from cream ripened twenty-four 
hours 38 ounces, and from well-ripened 
cream 46 ounces. 
It will be seen there is only a slight 
difference in results between churning 
well-ripened cream that takes time and 
care and that of churning at once that 
treated with acetic acid. 
He says the 
butters were in each case good. 
It was also found, as is always the case, 
that sweet cream poured into that which 
is sour does not all churn. 
We have always supposed that it helped 
some to age and even slightly sour cream, 
but the Professor reports that which was 
ripened but slightly did nut yield as much 
as the sweet cream. 
STARVING ORANGE TREES. 
At last people in California are awaken­ 
ing to the fact that orange trees exhaust 
the soil, and to secure a continuous, 
healthy growth, fertilizers must be applied. 
The orange is one of the heaviest producers 
and, consequently, one of the grossest feed­ 
ers among fruit trees. Years ago, many 
of the Florida orange g.owers found it 
necessary to fertilize fret ly to secure re­ 
munerative crops. The Florida soil has 
as much, if not more, of the leading con­ 
stituents required by the orange, than has 
California soil which is devoted to its cult­ 
ure. Because the land is black and rich- 
looking, it is no guarantee that there is an 
abundance of the elements required by 
the orange. If some orchardists, that 
might be named, whose trees look sickly, 
are full of weak twigs, black scale, and 
small, sour fruit, would experiment freely 
with f e r tiliz e r s , the result would be most 
gratifving.—California Fruit Grower. 
GOOD GRAFTING WAX. 
A number of our readers will have a 
little grafting to do this winter and spring 
and the following recipe may be of value 
to them. It mases a pliable wax, which 
is neither too soft nor too stiff; lour 
pounds of resin, one pound of beeswax, 
one pint of boiled linseed oil; melt to­ 
gether and when sufficiently cool, pull the 
compound as you would taffy and form it 
into shapes as you may desire for keeping. 
It is of the greatest importance to have 
perfectly pure linseed oil. 
GENERAL FARM NOTES. 
Put the manure on your future onion bed 
now. Then add more manure early in the 
spring. 
Farmers should favor the selling of all 
produce by weight, instead of by the 
bushel. 
You will place your squashes in a cool, 
drv place. A squash should be placed so 
that the air can get all around it. Squashes 
should not touch each other. 
There is one reason, among others, why 
the mutton breeds produce better mutton 
than Merinos. Feeding for mutton is a 
much higher science than feeding for wool. 
Honev should not be kept in the light, 
as it is liable to become too thick. It 
sometimes candies, even in the comb, but 
it may be used for making syrup, to be fed 
to bees. 
It is reported that a man in Kansas 
made 1,000 barrels of vinegar from twenty 
acres of watermelons, and sold the vinegar 
for $10 a barrel. He has found a new and 
valuable industry. 
[ if your pigs have the scours give them 
fresh charcoal. Bv heating the milk, and 
adding a little salt, feeding it to the pigs 
warm, it will often correct disorders of the 
bowels without resorting to medicine. ^ 
It is claimed that we import over $2,­ 
500,000 worth of eggs annually, a sum 
which should go into the pockets of our 


farmers, and shows that more eggs should 
be produced, as we cannot supply enough 
fir home. 
Mineral matter is never lost on the farm 
unless sold in the shape of crops or stock. 
When material is consumed by fire there 
is a loss of volatile matter, but the min­ 
ers,- remain to be converted into some 
other crop. 
If the sheep are sheltered in a shed at 
night, and the shed inclosed with a good 
fence, the saving from loss by dogs and by 
the protection afforded will pay the cost of 
the shed and fence if the flock is a moder­ 
ately large one. 
In making cider the best apples only 
should be used. It is a mistake to suppose 
that the inferior unsalable fruit should be 
made into cider. The best cider is pro­ 
duced from assorted apples which are free 
from the slightest signs of decay. 
Opinions differ regarding the planting 
of whole potatoes and cut seed, but it is 
conceded that whole potatoes of the same 
weight as the cut portions are better. The 
cost of seed, when large whole potatoes 
are used, is very great, and unless a large 
crop is secured there will be but little 
profit. 
Above all fertilizers potash stands first 
for fruits. Mixed fertilizers should be 
used, but potash is more essential than 
anything else. For that reason the wood 
ashes should be carefully saved and ap­ 
plied in the orchard or on the soil occu­ 
pied by the small fruits. Its effect will 
be noticeable for several successive seasons. 
Level lands may be plowed at any sea­ 
son of the year, and are greatly benefited 
when plowed and left unharrowed during 
the late fall, or when the weather permits 
in winter. Such lands should be well 
underdraiued. Fall or winter plowing is 
sometimes injurious to hilly lands by al­ 
lowing the rains to carry off' fertility, as 
the lighter portions are washed during ex­ 
cessively wet seasons. 
Though the cows may fall off in milk 
at this season, due to loss of succulent food, 
yet the quality of the milk may be im­ 
proved by liberal feeding, and a larger 
proportion of cream secured. The object 
should be to promote the appetite, and to 
endeavor, by allowing roots or ensilage to 
keep up the flow. 
A change of food will 
cause a shrinkage in the milk, hence all 
changes should be made gradually. 
Each farmer should endeavor to experi­ 
ment, as each farm is of a different char­ 
acter from the others. The soil varies in 
all sections, and the direction of the hills, 
the manner in which the farm is culti­ 
vated, the kind of crops, quality of seed, 
whether rolling or level, drainage and 
other causes affect each farm. Experi­ 
ments made in one section cannot be re­ 
lied upon as giving results applicable to 
other sections. 
To save manure properly means to save 
both liquids and solids. When the liquids 
are lost the most valuable constituents of 
fertility pass away with it. Nearly all 
farmers are careful to save the solid por­ 
tions, but quite a number take no interest 
in the care of liquids. 
The use of some 
kind of absorbent, and the frequent satura­ 
tion of the solids with the liquids will not 
only prevent loss but also improve the con­ 
dition of the solid portions. 
If the poultry manure is added to the 
stable manure every time the poultry house 
is cleaned, and the whole kept under 
cover, it will be better than keeping the 
two kinds separate. The mixing of the 
poultry manure with the stable manure 
prevents the drying and hardening of the 
former. When the poultry droppings be­ 
come dry and hard they dissolve very 
slowly, due to the formation of silicates, 
but when kept in a moist condition they 
are more available as plant food. 
Cellar windows should be constructed so 
as to admit of being tight and close in 
very cold weather, and the same may be 
said of the cellar doors. During the win­ 
ter, however, there are a few warm days 
when the windows may be opened, which 
admits air. If a cellar is kept closed there 
is liability of dampness, and if open the 
frost will enter. If a fire is made in a 
stove in the cellar during severe cold 
weather the draught will freshen the air 
of the cellar, and also carry off the moist­ 
ure. If disease is to be avoided, and the 
cellar used for storage purposes, some at­ 
tention must be given its condition.

There are set fashions, definite ten­ 
dencies, which must be heeded, and which 
fashionable women must learn from one 
another. 
ROBED THROUGHOUT IN SILK. 
The great distinctive tendency of the 
times woman is to silk. The typical fash­ 
ionable is silk-robed from the skin out; 
even though the last garment, the one for 
the public eye, be of Irish frieze or alleged 
homespun. 
The Chinese and India silks that have 
been imported in such a variety in the late 
years are responsible for this laying aside 
of the fine muslins and linens our mothers 
gloried in and put their eyes out em­ 
broidering. These silks wash perfectly, 
and they have provoked Occidental manu­ 
facturer to such competition that now a 
great deal of surah silk is made that is 
washable. 
These goods gave lovely woman a chance 
to do something delightfully novel by 
abandoning all the traditions of all time 
and making her underclothes of silk. At 
first only a few were in the secret, and it 
was regarded as deliciously expensive. But 
soon experience began to prove that silk 
outfits were not necessarily expensive, and 
their popularity increased to sueli a degree 
that they no longer conferred distinction. 
It is, in fact, still increasing. The shops 
now have suits of underclothes in white 
Chinese silk that are comparatively inex­ 
pensive. 
Clearly, the fashionable woman must be 
up and doing or she will be overtaken by 
her imitators, and that is the fate she can 
never endure. But no one is more ener­ 
getic than the fashionable woman about 
her fashions. White Chinese silk no longer 
concerns her. She looks upon white un­ 
derclothing as antiquated; her’s is all the 
coloss of the rainbow—not all the colors at 
once, but successively. She wears every­ 
thing to match as scrupulously as if were 
all for public exhibition. 
In fact, some things that used to be con­ 
sidered as restricted to the deepest privacy 
are now indeed made in a degree public; 
nightgowns, for instance. Nightgowns may 
be worn through the early hours when 
feminine friends are being received in 
boudoirs. Certainly it would be a shame 
if somebody did not get to see them. 
THE MORNING RECEPTION ROBE. 
A lady acquaintance calling lately on 
Mrs. Frederick W. Vanderbilt about noon 
was received by her in a pink concoction 
that can only be justly described as a 
dream. It was of pale pink surab, pink 
with a delicate lilac tint—or like a lilac 
with the first blush upon it. It was laid 
in the tiniest hand-made tucks iu the back, 
running from the throat to the shoulder 
blades. The front was composed of two 
straight widths of the surah, hemmed about 
the neck and edged with an exquisitely 
fine lace about a finger deep sewed on 
plain. 
Through the hem were run tiny pink 
ribbons, which drew the gown either 
loosely or closely about the pretty wearer's 
throat, and which thus gathered up the 
lace and imparted the necessary fullness to 
the beautiful garment. The sleeves were 
made up of lots of tiny perpendicular 
tucks from armhole to elbow, below which 
they fell in a loose flounce edged with 
lace both within and without. If a lady 
could not have rose-colored dreams in a 
garment like that, there is no hope for 
happiness for her, is there ? 
Mrs. Vanderbilt is particularly fond of 
these delicate rose and lavender and rose- 
lavender tints, and a large proportion of 
her beautiful suits are in these colors. 
A “suit” of underclothes these days does 
not mean just what it used to in pieces any 
qiore than in material and color. The 
chemise, for instance, is passe; its day is 
pretty well over. We owe its abolition to 
the woman fair and fat. She concluded 
there was no sense in making herself less 
fair and more fat with such a foolish gar­ 
ment. She has carried the day. Even 
the thinnest woman does not care about 
being made fat around the waist, and that 
is where the bulk of a chemise principally 
appears. 
MRS. STEVENS’ FONDNESS FOR BLACK. 
Mrs. Paren Stevens’ clothes illustrate a 
number of the very latest fads. She is 
one of those who have gone in for black­ 


ness, blackness unmitigated, beneath the 
brilliancy of her outer garments. First, 
she wears what can only be adequately 
designated as black silk tights, though 
they are simply the ordinary silk under­ 
wear of such people as can afford it. Then 
black stockings, a black under-vest, all of 
the same tightness; then a black corset— 
that is all, except a petticoat that is placed 
beneath the gown. Mrs. Frank Leslie has 
for several years dressed in precisely the 
same style. 
A TYPICAL PETTICOAT OF FASHION. 
Except a petticoat, I said; but the pet­ 
ticoat is as important and as revolution­ 
ized by the roll of time as anything else. 
White petticoats, except with thin dresses, 
are distinctly countrified. Let me describe 
a typical fashionable petticoat. It is worn 
by that handsome and distinguished young 
woman, Mis3 Elita Proctor Otis, who, hav­ 
ing won a reputation as a charming girl 
and the finest amateur actress in America, 
now aims at immortality as editress of the 
New York Saturday Review. This partic­ 
ular petticoat was of tine, soft, black ben- 
galene. It was fitted wrinkleless about 
the hips by means of a yoke, and from 
this hung the skirt, laid in innumerable 
little tucks running down to within a foot 
of the bottom. Here they flared into a 
full ruffle, which was bordered with a 
heavy, all-wool silk lace. 
Miss Otis has long been considered one 
of the best-dressed women in town, and no 
little of her reputation has been won by 
these petticoats. 
They are important 
factors in the hanging and flow of the 
dress. She has a round dozen of these 
pretty silk petticoats—two of pure white, 
two of black and the others of shades to 
harmonize with her various gowns. 
“PURPLE AND FINE LINEN.” 
The Marquise Lanza, the only daughter 
of Dr. William A. Hammond, robes her 
handsome figure literally in “purple and 
fine linen.” One of her night dresses is of 
rich royal purple, a color vastly becoming 
to her radient blondness. It is embroid­ 
ered with bunches of purple and yellow 
pansies, and has frills of finest Valen­ 
ciennes lace. One of her silk petticoats is 
of vivid geranium red, with two pinked 
flounces gathered at the foot. Another is 
a beautiful changeable silk of green, 
bronze and red. Still another is a rich 
dark scarlet, with black lace ruffles at bot­ 
tom, both inside and out. All of her un­ 
derwear has her monogram and crest hand- 
wrought upon it. 
LATEST THINGS IN MONOGRAMS. 
We can all have a monogram, even if 
we can’t raise a crest. Of course, you 
know that the modish monogram is now- 
done in letters about five inches long and 
less than two wide. Short, fat letters are 
now scorned by fashionable folks, and if 
you have a crest it must surmount the 
hand-wrought letters. The monogram or 
crest is the only embroidery seen on these 
garments. Lace is the tl ing. There is 
simply no end to the lace, and no end to 
the expense of it. It is not uncommon to 
see $60 worth of lace on a single modish 
nightgown. 
And right here comes in a curious turn 
of inconsistency. The imitation and ma­ 
chine-made laces are entirely counten­ 
anced on outside garments ; some of the 
most fashionable dressmakers prefer them, 
but on underwear the rules rigidly pre­ 
scribe the real thing, not the real thing or 
nothing, but the real thing whether you 
can or not. 
H ow t« T reat Scarlet F ever. 
The treatment of a case of scarlatina is 
of great importance, not only as to the 
carrying out of strict rules and laws of med­ 
ication and nursing but in regard to the 
suppression of all danger of contagion to 
others, and it is certainly the most conta­ 
gions of all diseases of childhood. 
The child should be at once put to bed 
in a room at the top of the house, isolated 
in every way from all other parts or per- 
s#ns of the household. The other chil­ 
dren, if any, should be kept in a distant 
part of the house, not meeting anyone who 
sees the patient, or else sent away entirely. 
The room should be well ventilated, and 
the bed (a narrow, long cot the best), 
should be placed out of the direct draft, 
and not between door and window. 
There should be heat in the room, if it 
is cold, and if there is a stove or heater 
there should be kept at all times a pan of 
water on it, to evaporate and make moist­ 
ure for the room ; or a kettle of boiling 
water may he kept upon the stove. The 
temperature should be kept a» about 65° 
to 70°. 
_ 
The fever will run very high, and a 
simple sheet and blanket should form 
the covering for the patient, who lies on 
a hair mattress or hard bed, never on a 
feather bed. 
For the fever, the following simple fever 
mixture may be given, which will suit 
most all cases in the earlier stages, or at 
least until a physician he sent for: 
Quinine sulphate, 15 grains. 
Potassium chlorate, 30 grains. 
Tincture aconite, 8 drops. 
Spirit nitrous ether, 3 drachms. 
Syrup (simple), a sufficient quantity to 
make 2 liquid ounces. 
Directions—Give a child, not less than 
three years of age, half a teaspoonful, or 
about fifty drops every three hours. 
The mixture is a very safe and reliable 
one, if compounded by a competent chem­ 
ist, and will reduce the fever and tem­ 
perature and quiet and slow the pulse 
safely.—Ladies’ Home Journal. 


ALL ABOUND THE WORLD. 
Wolves and other kinds of game are 
plenty in northwestern Florida. 
From 180 to 200 bottle-nosed whales 
were driven ashore below Barnsiankerness, 
Scotland, the other evening. About twenty 
boats took part in the exciting chase, and 
' the finish was witnessed by a large number 
' of people. Some of the whales were un­ 
usually large. 
The batch of dough sat on the hearth to 
raise by an Erie county, Pa., housewife 
raised so effectively that it aroused the 
family, as the dish which had been placed 
over it rolled on the floor.

Probably one of the largest bicycles 
ever known has just been finished in Peru, 
Ind., and is the property of John Ward, a 
man weighing over two hundred pounds 
‘ and over six feet tall. The frame is of 
iron and steel, with a wheel sixty-nine 
inches in diameter. 
The farmers of the neighborhood of 
, Hiawatha, Kan., are burning corn for 
i fuel, finding it cheaper than coal. Corn is 
; sold on the farm for twenty cents per 
| bushel, while the average price of coal de­ 
I livered at the farm ranges from twenty-one 
to twenty-three cents per bushel. The 
Farmers’ Alliance brought the attention of 
the farmers to the relative prices of the 
two commodities, and advised that half 
the corn crop be used as fuel, thus advanc­ 
ing the price of the other half aud saving 
money in their fuel bills. The farmers 
have begun to act on this advice. 
The custom of putting housemaids into 
livery, which is common enough in Eng­ 
land, is beginning to be adopted in New 
York. The costume, or uniform, consists 
of a skirt of dark livery cloth, blue, green 
or brown, with plain front and broad 
plaits at the back; a waistcoat of the same 
cloth, with fine crosswise lines of red braid 
and a coat cut away in front and covering 
the hips. Metal livery buttons are used 
on the coat and waistcoat. A small white 
cap, still' while color and cuffs and a white 
cravat complete the attire. 
Z. T. Devore, a Parkersburg, W. Va., 
merchant, owns a dog of superior intelli­ 
gence. The dog goes to the store with the 
mail every morning, and from it takes the 
mail addressed to the private residence to 
Mr. Devore’s house. Nothing can divert 
him while attending to his duties as mail- 
carrier, aud he never makes a mistake in 
taking the letters to their proper direction.

which was unusually deep, almost swim­ 
ming, and would swim the colt.

THE ONLY WAY TO TRAP THE WAEY 
LITTLE ANIMAL. 


U uless You U nderstand H ow to Do It, 
H e Will Be Too Sm art 
F or You. 


“Did you ever hear any one say he had 
trapped a coon ?” said P. B. Eyler, of 
Pittsburg, who has been spending a few 
days on Lake Kenka, to a Xew York Sun 
reporter, and who says if there is anything 
he knows all about it’s coons. “If any 
one ever told you he trapped a coon in the 
woods, he told you what never happened. 
Coons can’t be trapped except in one way, 
and I never found a coon-hunter yet who 
knew how it was done. I’ve made a study 
of coons from the time I was a barefoot 
youngster, and I know what I’m talking 
about. The old coon-hunters of western 
Pennsylvania first put me up to trying to 
trap a coon, and I tried it for years before 
I discovered the only way it could be done. 
“The coon leaves the coldest scent be­ 
hind it of any animal that lives, but it 
carries the keenest in front of it of any 
animal. You may track a coon to his 
home in the crevice of some rock, which 
is a favorite retreat for him. You may 
place your trap in front of the hole and 
disguise it as you may, cover it with leaves 
a foot deep if you like, but the coon will 
never leave that hole as long as that trap 
is there. He will starve to death first, as 
I have proved on more than one occasion. 
He can smell the iron of that trap, and he 
seems to know the danger it threatens him 
with. He knows it will be death to leave 
the hole, and lie prefers death by starva­ 
tion to being trapped. I have tried iron 
traps and snares and all sorts of devices, 
but could not succeed in fooling one of 
these wise little animals into getting 
caught by me until one day a new idea 
struck me. It isn’t often you see a coon in 
the daytime unless you know where to 
look for them. If there’s a creek in your 
vicinity in which crawfish are plentiful 
you will be likely to discover some epi­ 
curean coon fishing for them if you hide at 
the side of the creek and keep very quiet. 
“The coon is particularly fond of craw­ 
fish. The way he fishes for them Í3 to 
wade in the creek, generally going down­ 
stream. The crawfish live under the stones 
on the bottom. The coon feels under each 
stone he comes to with his fore paws, 
thrusting 
one 
under 
one side and 
the otiier on the 
other side. 
It 
is a comical sight to see 
a 
coon 
fishing for crawfish. He keeps his head 
high in the air, moving it up and down 
and to and fro, his eyes evidently gazing at 
nothing, every sense seeming to be concen­ 
trated on the business beneath the water. 
You can tell in a second when he has fast­ 
ened on a crawfish, for the expression on 
his face changes instantly from the dull, 
vacant stare to one of brightness and ani­ 
mation. He draws the crawfish out of the 
water, and, standing on his hind feet, rolls 
it smartly between his paws. This crushes 
the shell and claws of the crawfish and 
makes the sweet meat more accessible. 
The coon eats his capture with great rel­ 
ish and then begins the search for another 
on*.‘TVhile watching a coon fishing in this 
way one day I got the new idea of trap­ 
ping for coons. I thought that by placiug 
a steel trap under the water in the creek 
where coons did their fishing, they could 
l>e deceived and more than likely caught. 
I tried the experiment. I sank two traps 
at different placeson a favorite crawfishing 
route for coons, and the same afternoon 
found a coon in each trap. And that is the 
only way you can trap a coon. 
“Coons are very fond of corn, and so are 
squirrels. 
Farmers often charge dam­ 
age done to their corn to coons when 
it is done by squirrels, and vice versa. 
There should be no mistaking the work of 
a coon in a cornfield. He is a most wan­ 
tonly destructive pest. He will strip an 
ear, eat a portion of it, tear it from the 
stalk and so on until he is satisfied. He 
destroys five-fold more than he eats. 
Squirrels are not one-tenth as destructive 
as coons. The farmer may tell what kind 
of squirrel has been helping himself to his 
corn if he is observant. The gray and 
and black squirrel eat the whole of the 
grain, while the saucy red squirrel nips 
out the heart and throws the rest away. 
“I often hear hunters talk about smok­ 
ing coons out of hollow trees where they 
have been located. If they say they have 
done the smoking by burning straw or 
leaves or substances of that kind, I don’t 
believe them. Coon hunters in western 
Pennsylvania know by long experience 
that there is only one thing the smoke of 
which will force a coon to beat n retreat 
from his hollow tree. You may burn 
leaves or straw till the cows come home, 
hut you won’t get your coon. You can 
hear him sneezing every little while like 
a man with the hay fever, but that is all 
the effect the smoke will have on him. If 
von want to get your coon by smoking 
him out of the tree, yon must take what 
we call a sulphur match over in western 
Pennsylvania. The coon-hunting sulphur 
match is made by melting down a quantity 
of sulphur in a saucer and saturating a 
strip of muslin a lew inches long and an 
inch or two wide in it. When you run 
your coon into a hollow tree all you’ve got 
to do is to put your sulphur match at the 
bottom of the hole and light it. 
It won’t 
be burning ten seconds before Mr. Coon 
will pop out of his hollow as if he’d been 
shot from a catapult, and then if you don’t 
get him it’s your fault. 
“I never read anything about the habits 
of the coon yet that didn’t say that the 
animal lay up stores to subsist on during 
the winter, and I never met any one who 
professed to know anything about coons 
that didn’t hold the same thing. A coon 
depends on stores it collects to see it 
through winter just about as much as the 
bear does, and everybody knows that the 
bear goes to sleep in his hole when the 
weather drives him in, and doesn’t gen­ 
erally wake up until spring, and so he 
can't eat much. The coon does the same 
thing, except that he will wake up now 
then on some fine day and take a little 
stroll through the country. When he goes 
to his winter home he rolls himself with 
his nose between his hind legs, and very 
close to his hams at that, and gives him­ 
self up to oblivion. When he comes out 
in the spring he is as thin as a shadow. 
I've cnt down dozens of coon trees in the 
winter and always found the coons in that 
rolled-up position, with not a vestige of 
anything to eat in the bole. If a coon 
comes out on a winter’s day and the ground 
is all covered with snow he will accept the 
inevitable and walk on the snow to his 
destination, but if the snow is in patches 
or lies in scattered banks the coon will 
follow the leading of the bare ground 
arouad the patches of snow, keeping shy 
of all contact with them, although such a 
course may lead him miles out of his way. 
The coon is an interesting creature, and is 
worthy of a good deal of study.” 


M m e. R ecaniier and N apoleon. 
In the month of December, 1797, the 
Government resolved to celebrate the re­ 
turn of the young conqueror of Italy by 
giving a triumphant fete. In the first 
court of the Luxumbourg Palace an altar 
and statue of Liberty were erected, at the 
foot of which sat the five Directors in full 
Roman costume, and in one of the seats 
reserved for those who had been specially 
invited Mme. Recaniier found place. She 
had never seen the youthful General, and, 
anxious to obtain a better view of his 
features, she rose for that purpose. By 
this movement the eyes of the crowd were 
attracted to her, and her surpassing love­ 


liness was greeted by a spontaneous burst 
of admiration. The sound by no means 
escaped the ears of the hero of the day. 
Turning to see what object could possibly 
have served to divert public attention from 
the victor of Castiglione and Rivoli, his 
eyes fell npon a young woman dressed in 
white, and the frown with which he 
greeted her was of such unendurable sever­ 
ity that she hastily resumed her seat. Such 
was the first meeting between Mme. Re- 
camier and Napoleon. 
It was perhaps a couple of years later, 
when Lueien Bonaparte, at that time about 
24 years of age and married, became pas­ 
sionately enamored of the greatest beauty 
of the time, and hesitated not to express 
his feelings in a series of vehement and 
vulgar love-letters, written in the char­ 
acter of Romeo. Mme. Recaniier appealed 
to her husband, who seems to have pointed 
out the danger of coming to an open rup­ 
ture with a man in so influential a position 
as the brother of General Bonaparte, and 
to have suggested the adoption of some 
middle course between encouragement and 
total rejection. Though Lucien withdrew 
discomfited Mme. Recaniier continued to 
frequent his house, and there it was that 
she once again enconntered the First Con­ 
sul at a ball. Dressed, as was her custom, 
entirely in white, with necklace and brace­ 
lets of pearls, she was the subject of uni­ 
versal admiration. “Whv did you not 
come and sit next to me?” demanded Na­ 
poleon on rising from the table. Ste re­ 
plied that she could not, unauthorized, 
have presumed ujion taking such a liberty. 
"You did wrong,” said Bonaparte, “it was 
your place.”— Temple Bar.

Captain Ledyard Ellsworth, of Hart­ 
ford, Conn., inventor of the smokeless and 
noiseless powder in which military men 
have been so much interested, is in Wash­ 
ington, and has been talking to a Star re­ 
porter about his invention. He is quoted 
as saving that the United States Govern­ 
ment stands an excellent chance of losing 
anv opportunity to acquire the right to 
usé the new powder. According to Captain 
Ellsworth, he has sold to the German 
Government the exclusive right to the in­ 
vention for all countries except the United 
States. Mexico and Central Amejiea. For 
this he receives $500,000 down, and $10,­ 
000 a year icr 99 years. The contract 
with Germany carried with it the option 
of purchasing the rights for the United 
States, Mexico and Central America on 
similar terms, at any time up to Novem- 
' her 1, 1SS9. The Captain says that the 
j German representative claims to have 
I closed with this option in a letter sent to 
' him at Hartford on October 12th. Captain 
i Ellsworth was absent in the West, and did 
not receive the letter. It is a question 
whether by the terms of the contract this 
acceptance of the option can be held as 
binding. If it is so held, the Captain says, 
then the secret of the new powder will 
belong exclusively to Germany. The in­ 
ventor has been at work npon the_ powder 
since 1879, and he is reported as being very 
happy because o: the fortune his success 
has now brought to him. The ordnance 
officers are suspected of holding this new 
powder insmaller esteem than the inventor.

Turning over the Christmas “ Wide 
Awake” (D. Lothrop & Co., Boston), one 
is struck with the superior quality of the 
serial stories. Boyesen’s “S ods of the Vik­ 
ings” is romantic and realistic. W. O. 
Stoddard’s “Gid Granger” is true Yankee, 
all grit “faculty” and success. The open­ 
ing chapters of “Wednesday the Tenth,” 
by Grant Allen, appears. “Santa Claus on 
a Vegetable Cart” is a Christmas story, 
fresh and natural. 
The Greek story, 
“Cleon,” a story of the Immortal Charge, 
by Adeline Knight, and "Dolly Phone.” by 
Susan Coolidge, are good. Howard Pyle 
contributes a striking story upon which 
readers are to vote fir prize awards. “Lamb­ 
kin; Was He a Hero or a Prig?” “The 
Red Velvet Pig,” Mr. Bidgman’s “Puk- 
Wudjies” and Grace Dean McLeod's fine 
Canadian story, “The Light on Black 
Ledge,” are superior. Lieutenant Hamil­ 
ton.

“Hope Nursing Love” 
is a page p'c’ure after JSir Jjshua. A bio­ 
graphical and critical sketch ot Carl Haag, 
by Fredrick Wedmore, follows. 
“Wild 
Wales” is the subject of a vrell-illustrated 
paper. “What a Memorial Window Should 
Be" follows. The note3 are full and com­ 
prehensive. Cassell it Co., limited, New 
York. 
Of the Worthington International Li­ 
brary we have “Magdalen's Fortunes,” a 
novel by W. Hennburg, translated by Mrs. 
J. W. Davis, and nicely illustrated with 
photogravures. Worthington it Co., New 
York, publishers, are presenting these 
translations of the International Library in 
a very handsome form, clear print, heavy 
laid paper, broad margins and uncut edges. 
Of the same series is "Henrietta,” or a 
“Corsican Mother,” a novel by Francois 
Copper. It is a translation by Edward 
Wakefield. 
It ¡3 also illustrated and 
printed in a superior manner. The story 
is a simple one, of the love of a working 
girl for a young aristocrat and the trials 
that beset them. The finale is a tragic 
one. 
The New York Dramatic Mirror office 
has issued a Christmas number of that 
paper, that is a dashing and attractive one. 
Its title page is a fine colored lithographic 
design for the New Year. Its interior con­ 
tains some very line portraits of American 
playwrights, actors and actresses, dramatic 
editors and managers, and some full-page 
scenes from famous modern plays, be­ 
sides several satirical cartoons. The text has 
several stories, sketches, reminiscences, 
contributions by dramatic artists ami writ­ 
ers (and one concerns this locality), and 
dramatic and social news in quantity. It is 
a very superior number, and iu the matter 
of illustrations is especially valuable and 
well worth preserving. 
We have received Grannan s “Pocket 
Gallery of Noted Criminals” (Grannan De­ 
tective Bureau Company, Cincinnati). It 
is a collection of bad faces, on each of 
which “criminal” is unmistabablv written. 
From the same source we have an octavo 
volume entitled “Grannan s Warning 
Against Frsud.” It is a treatise on sub­ 
jects relating to crime. In addition are 
papers o d extradition, the law3 of agency, 
deeds, wills, mortgages, leases, etc, and 
chapters on the meaning of legal terms, 
swindling games and tricks, counterfeiting 
coin. Added is much information on bus­ 
iness, time, weather signals and tables of 
interest.

Professor W. M. Conway, W. Clark Russell 
and Violet Fane. The engravings are by 
Hugh Thompson, Walter Crane, W. Bis- 
combe Gardner and O. Lacour. 
The “Ladies’ Heme Journal" (Curtis 
Publishing Company, Philadelphia) for 
January is at hand. It is a large quarto of 
twenty-four pages. There are novellettes, 
poems, literary miscellaney, departments 
lor children, of fancy needle-work, the 
kitchen, sick-room, decoration, the house­ 
keeper, the garden, etc. The illustrations 
are numerous. One department is con­ 
ducted by Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage.

"THEM MOLASSES.” 
A Good Story A bout an O ld N evada City 
Law Firm . 
[Nevada City Evening Herald.] 
A good story is told or an early law firm 
of this county by the name of Martin & 
Y'ant. They were not exceptionally brill­ 
iant in their line, but lawyers, like other 
people, are not all brilliant. On account of 
business depression, caused by the mining 
interests not being prosperous, the firm 
concluded to engage in quartz mining for 
a ‘ flyer.”

I let him eat potatoes 
and milk, and mustard on watermelon, 
and sugar on bis beans, and molasses on 
his pork ; but when he would call it ‘them 
molasses’ that was too much I I couldn’t 
stand that, and I wouldn’t. I told Y'ant 
he’d got to qnit that infernal ‘them’ or it 
would burst the firm ; and it did. I was 
right about that Behien, old boy I That 
sort of conduct would burst eny firm in the 
world. There's no foolishness about this. 
I’ve been looking up the law. Old Story's 
full of it; full as a goose. He says no man 
has a right to use such language to his 
partner: that the Court will enjoin and 
appoint a receiver. He says that’s where 
the Chancellor gets in his work. That’s 
the glory of our equitv system. When it 
finds a fellow saying ‘them molasses' to his 
partner it just sets down on him.” 
Judge Belden never tired of rehearsing 
that story. He did all he could to hamio- 
n'ze the difference between the parties, but 
was unsuccessful. 


G oing Into L iquidation. 
There is a hollow old oak tree on the 
town and countv line between Lebanon 
and Columbia, Conn., that for several years 
distilled instead of sap a very fair brand 
of oak-tanned “bluegrass” whisky. New 
England rum, and occasionally, in dry 
weather, domestic ales and beer. During 
all that time the officers of the law had 
remarked phenomenal overflow of spirits 
on the part of the staid and pious old 
farmers of Lebannon who vote for prohibi­ 
tion, and they readily understood that 
somebody had a cache of balm somewhere 
within the town, but every raid they made 
on the premises of suspected persons was 
unfruitful. It was not until a few weeks 
ago that the secret of the hidden rum 
was laid bare by a deacon in the church, 
who accidentally stumbled on the bank of 
exchaoge and deposit in the silent and 
faithful old oak. As he was a man un­ 
troubled with no-license thirst, he gave the 
whole thing away. Piece by piece the 
news transpired that the old oaken hank 
had been in the hands of a dexterous and 
thrifty receiver, a Lebanon man who, twice 
a week filled the oak’s till with rum, gin, 
whisky or beer from Norwich, and nightly 
a stockholder or two came stealthily with 
a jug, or milk can, or tin pail and drew on 
the funds. In payment for the privilege, 
he left collateral security by the side of 
the deposit in the tree. Since the good 
deacon’s fortuitous trip to the tree the old 
oak bank has gone into involuntary liqui­ 
dation. 
An A utom atic Ifank. 
The latest and perhaps most ingenious 
application of the automatic principle is to 
be found in a machine for banking pur­ 
poses, invented and patented by John 
Hope, mechanical engineer, Liverpool. 
When a penny or two half-pennies are 
pressed into Mr. Hope’s automatic bank, 
the depositor pulls out a drawer aftd finds 
a printed ticket bearing a number in du­ 
plicate. He writes his name and address 
on the ticket, which he then presses into a 
cavity in the machine made to receive it, 
keeping the other half with the corre­ 
sponding 
number. Thus, when those 
in charge of the 
automatic 
bank 
clear it 
of 
the 
tickets 
in 
or­ 
der to enter them upon their books, 
each depositor has the duplicates of the 
tickets bearing his name and address. In 
this way absolute accuracy is obtained, 
and depositors are credited with the ex­ 
act amount they have put into the ma­ 
chine. Each machine is capable of hold­ 
ing £5 in pennies or half-pennies. 
The new official report of the condition 
of the English be*r-brewing industry shows 
that Great Britain’sJ13,658 breweries pro­ 
duced 28,644,000 barrels of beer in the last 
fiscal year. Eight breweries produced be­ 
tween 100,000 and 350,000 barrels, seven 
between 250,000 and 500,000, three between 
500,000 and 1,000,000 barrels, and one 
more than 1,000,000 barrels. 
In Japan there are thirty-one schools of 
medicine, one of dentistry and two of vet­ 
erinary surgery. The University of Tokio 
(the imperial university), has over twelve 
hundred students, and an average of one 
hundred medical students yearly. In Tokio 
alone there are numerous active medical 
societies and over twenty hospitals.

It is very gratifying to know that meas­ 
ures are now proposed, and stand a fair 
chance to be enacted into laws, that will 
stop the undue denudation of the wooded 
slopes and crush out the vandalism that 
has ruled supreme incur forests ; that will 
rescue the timber lands of the nation 
from the schemes of the trespassers upon 
these rich regions, and that will institute 
such reforms for economic, meteorological 
and sanitary reasons as are absolutely es­ 
sential to the well-being of the valley, as 
well as the hill and mountain regions of 
the whole country. 
That the forestry interest has been neg­ 
lected by the United .States Government 
is a matter of history, and to onr shame. 
True, there have been spasmodic efforts to 
educate the people concerning the economic 
value of forest conservation, but we have 
never taken hold of the subject with 
the vigor that the need has demanded. 
Compared with action by the Governments 
of Europe upon this subject, we have done 
practically nothing. Some years ago the 
late Franklin Hough was commissioned by 
Congress to visit Europe and make a 
thorough study of the forestry systems of 
the older countries of the Continent. Ilis 
report, published by Congress in 1ST", is 
the most valuable contribution to the sub­ 
ject that any Government agency has 
given us. It stands to-day as the most ex­ 
haustive treatise extant, and as applicable 
to the present situation as to that of 
twelve years ago. 
Our neglect has been due in large part 
to the vastness of our domain and the sen­ 
timent that there would be time enough 
to check forest destruction when we began 
to crowd one another. While that period 
has not arrived, the conviction of the peo­ 
ple now is that radical measures must be 
adopted for the preservation of eur forests. 
This public judgment has been arrived at 
through persistent preaching by the press, 
on the one hand, and the action of several 
of the State Governments in prohibiting 
waste of State timber, and in encouraging 
forest culture. In twelve of the States 
“Arbor Days” have been established, and 
premiums are annually paid from the pub- 
lie treasury as stimulants to tree planting. 
In others of the States commissions of in­ 
quiry have been created, to examine the 
question of forest destruction and to report 
upon needed regulations for the check ot 
indiscriminate timber spoliation. New 
York, in the preservation of the Adi­ 
rondack forests, has been an important fac­ 
tor in educating the people to the neces­ 
sity of preserving the wooded slopes from 
the vandalism of the woodman’s ax and 
the reckless destruction practiced by 
sheepherders, stockmen and hunters. 
What the Hale bill proposes is to take 
cognizance of the forestry question in all 
its details. To consider its economic feat­ 
ures ; to recognize the sanitary and climatic 
effects of indiscriminate denudation of 
wooded lands; to ^employ the strong arm 
of the Government to put a stop to unlaw­ 
ful timber-felling and land-clearings that 
incapacitate the soil for retaining the rain­ 
fall for the gradual and all-season feeding 
of the streams; to put on foot such activ­ 
ities as will prevent the destruction that 
results in floods, unnatural erosion of the 
slopes, the filling of streams, the raising 
of temperature, and the removal of agen­ 
cies of nature that conserve equability 
in climate. 
The bill goes beyond 
these ends in its proposed accomplish­ 
ments, and takes into consideration the 
commercial value of the forests and the 
probable scarcity of timber if forest-de- 


throngh the agency of a Commission. 
The withdrawal of all such lands from 
sale and entry, and their commitment to 
the Commission which is to manage and 
control them and advise the Government 
concerning their preservation and the dis­ 
posal of such as it may be deemed wise to 
sell. Timber lands are to b® divided into 
three classes, those having timber of com­ 
mercial value and which are removed dis­ 
tant from the headwaters of streams; 
those partly covered by timber hut more 
valuable for the purposes of agriculture; 
those which for climatic and economic 
reasons should remain forest preserves. 
The commission is to examine all the 
lands of each kind, report their classifica­ 
tion, and advise what part of them should 
lie retained in their native condition, and 
which can be disposed of without disad­ 
vantage to the public interest. In the 
meantime all timber lands are to be with­ 
drawn from survey, and until the Govern­ 
ment determines what portion of them 
should be made permanent forest reserves. 
The measure goes on to direct how the 
lands shall be classified, and how those to 
be sold shall be disposed of, and outlines a 
scheme that, if it becomes law, will effect­ 
ually put a stop to timber thieving and 
the absorption of vast timber tracts by the 
few. It likewise provides a system by 
which the lands valuable for agricultural 
purposes may be sold on the basis of two 
values—the land anil the timlier value. 
The occupancy of timber lands for saw­ 
mills for manufacturing from timber is 
prohibited, and severe penalties for the 
violation of the law are imposed, while au 
thorization is given for the employment of 
the army and navy, if need be, to put 
stop to unlawful timber cutting. 
The fate of this important measure will 
be awaited with keen interest. There are 
forces that will combine for the defeat of 
the bill, and we must not expect that 
the interests antagonistic to it will spare 
either means or sophistry to throttle it. 
Simply and plainly, and upon its face, the 
bill is wise, just and of first interest to the 
people, the navigation of their rivers, the 
equability of the climate, the promotion 
of industries in wood, the conservation of 
agriculture, and the just distribution of 
the public lands with fair reward to the 
Government for them. 


FIGHTING HONEST ELECTIONS. 


6truction remains unrestrained. It looks 
also to an appreciable increase in the value 
of timber lands by reason of closing the 
highway to their entry. 
But the synopsis clearly exposes the 
purposes in view. In brief these may be 
summed up as follows : The taking of all 
forests on public lands under the immedi- 


It can be shown with perfect ease that the 
Australian system affords the most favorable 
opiKtrtunity that can be offered for selling votes 
and for assuring the purchaser that the seller 
has complied with his contract, and that is a 
thing that cannot be done under our law. for 
the "vest-pocket” ticket will deteat the shrewd­ 
est manipulator that ever undertook to ex­ 
change gold or silver for men’s consciences. 
The quotation is from the San Francisco 
Chronicle. It is an assertion that cannot 
be maintained in either of its counts. The 
reform ballot system proposed by the last 
Legislature of California, which is some 
times called the Australian system, but is 
not so in fact, since it is an improvement 
upon it, cannot be defeated, as the Chron­ 
icle charges. If that paper will point out 
any method by which the secresy of the 
ballot the reform system insures can be 
violated that we cannot prove to be erro­ 
neous, we will abandon the advocacy of 
the system and no more speak a word in 
its favor. 
If the Chronicle does not, it should know 
that where the State prints and delivers a 
ballot and detaches it on delivery from a 
stub-book bearing a number corresponding 
to a number on a corner of the ballot, but 
separated by a line of perforation, that in­ 
vasion of the secresy of such a ballot is 
impossible. The reason is, that on receiv­ 
ing it the elector goes to his voting shelf 
and alone prepares his ballot, and before 
mingling again with the outside crowd de­ 
posits the ballot or returns it unused. 
When it is about to be cast, he or the 
Inspector of Election tears off the corner 
marked by the perforated line and bearing 
the number corresponding to that in the 
stub-book and on the poll list, and thus the 
identity of the ballot is also destroyed, and 
it is impossible for any one to ascertain its 
contents, except the voter reveals them. 
Under such a system no otficial ballot can 
be carried out of the voting booth to be 
used as a dummy along a whole line of 
purchased voters. On the contrary, if a 
boss buys a vote under the reform system, 
he has for security for the delivery of the 
goods only the faith he reposes in the 
hireling, and he very well knows that the 
man who will sell his vote will lie about it. 
But under the California system, the 
“vest-pocket” order of ballots, which our 
contemporary defends, the purchased 
voter is accompanied to the polls by a 
lieutenant of the boss, who never, not for 
an instant, loses sight of the prepared bal 
lot in the hireling’s hand, and most fre­ 
quently keeps a close grip upon the man. 
The striker usually rushes his purchase to 
the polls with a good deal of show of 
kindly assisting a timid and unso 
phisticated voter. The henchmen of the 
bosses close in upon the polling space and 
crowd out those who might be of aid to 
the challengers; there is a rush and a 
push, and a howl, and a whoop, and the 
purchased ballot goes in at railroad speed. 
Or, if quiet tactics are in some cases pre­ 
ferred, an equally successful scheme of 
watching the hireling elector is carried 
out. The boss never trusts the man he 
buys. He knows that if the rascal Is 
given an opportunity he wiil sell to the 
opposition also, and drive a double bar­ 
gain. The vest-pocket ticket is a myth. 
It has no reality except for those inde­ 
pendent men so conditioned as to worldly 
affairs that they cannot be punished or 
pursned by those who have an interest in 
controlling their votes. 
LONG REPORTS. 
The St. Louis Globe-Democrat echoes 
Pres id «i* t Lincoln’s exclamation to one of 
his department officers who had submitted 
a long and elaborate report, to which the 
President had not the time to give for a 
thorough reading, “Why don’t yon con­ 
dense?” The mistake of long reports is 
more grievous to-day than it was in his 
time. It is safe to say that not one-third 
of the official reports are read, because of 
their tiresome length. What the people 
want in this day of bitter competition, 
when moments are as valuable as hours 
once were, is brevity. If the long editorial 
is objectionable, bow much more so is the 
long report. Officials should keep in full 
view this important fact, that if their re­ 
ports are lengthy, the newspaper man feels 
it due to his clientage to condense them. 


will not meet the approval of the officer, 
and he takes the risk of the points he 
wished most to be considered being either 
omitted, or treated with such curtness 
that the desired effect is lost. 
If official reports must be long, and 
there are some we concede must embrace 
the proofs in support of the propositions 
made, let the official accompany them with 
syllabi. The Department of Mines and 
Mining, and the Bureau of Engineering, 
we believe, do this, and send to the press 
with their reports a sheet of synopsis. 
The result is that the official syllibus is at 
once accepted by the newspaper man, and 
in most cases is published in full. This 
matter of lengthy reports is, as our con­ 
temporary suggests, largely one of pre­ 
cedent and tradition. 
In the beginning an elaborate and roundabout 
method was adopted, and it has been perpetu­ 
ated simply by force of habit. We have the 
reputation of being the most practical people in 
the world—a distinction wh eh is jus’titied by 
our prevailing business rules nud customs—and 
yet our public documents, which should be our 
best witnesses in that behalf, are a constant dis­ 
paragement. The need of reform grows more 
clear and pressing evert- year. If these vol­ 
uminous details must be printed, let them be 
massed into a stupid volume by themselves, for 
the cranks and experts to make the most of. 
It is possible to present the facts and figures of 
legitimate value in au agreeable and instruct­ 
ive style, whereas they are now set forth with 
such a copious accompaniment of tilings trivial 
and perplexing that the country finds Ft a task 
and a bore to fish them out. 
But it is something more than a matter 
of precedent and tradition; it is a matter 
of ambition. Each official tries to outdo 
his predecessor in the elaborateness of his 
report, under the mistaken idea that the 
importance of his services will be estimated 
by the length of the matter in which lie 
treats of the transactions of bis depart­ 
ment. The conciseness of the Colonel who 
reported to his commanding officer the re­ 
sult of a desperate charge, “I have taken 
the fort,” is not cited as an example of de­ 
sired brevity, since that, in au official ac­ 
count of a year’s transactions, would lie 
curtness that would be unpardonable ; but 
a concise, straightforward, clear statement 
of facts and conclusions will find approval 
among the people, and general reading, 
which is what is most needed. Legislat­ 
ors and heads of departments needing de­ 
tails know how and where to procure them. 
A MISTAKEN MONSIGNOR. 
Mgr. Satolli on his return to Rome re­ 
ported, say the dispatches, to the Pope 
that a good reception was accorded him in 
America. lie said “he found the civil 
authorities willing to grant full liberty to 
Catholics, and expressed his belief that 
the United States Government is favorable 
to accrediting a dip.omatie representative 
to the Vatican.” Why the Monsienor 
should have made any such report passes 
comprehension. When he said to his 
spiritual master that the United States 
was willing to grant to Catholics full lib­ 
erty, did he mean to imply that they are 
not now in the enjoyment of the same lib­ 
erties as any other and all other classes of 
religionists ? Certainly his language is 
susceptible of that construction. It would 
be interesting to learn from what officials 
of the United States Government the 
Pope’s agent received the impression that 
there will be sent to the Vatican an ac­ 
credited representative of the United 
States. If any official gave that gentle­ 
man reason to believe that shell will be 
the policy of the United States, he counted 
without his host. To this Government 
the Pope of Rome is not a civic ruler; lie 
does not represent a Government any more 
than do the heads of other great churches. 
I he theory of .the American Government 
is that it can have no political relations 
with a church. It will not recognize any 
church as a political power at any time. It 
will no more send a Minister to the Vati­ 
can than it will accredit one to the Presi­ 
dent of the Church of Jesus Christ of Lat­ 
ter Day Saints—otherwise known as the 
Mormon Church. It is proposed to per­ 
petuate the policy that keeps church and 
State wide apart in America, and whoever 
undertakes to invade and destroy that 
policy will be crushed between the upper 
and nether mill stones of a people’s wrath. 
In this country the Catholic always has 
had, and always will and should have, as 
full enjoyment of civil liberty and relig­ 
ious freedom as the devotee of the Greek 
church, the deluded followers of Joe 
Smith, or the membership of the Luth­ 
eran,^the Presbyterian, Methodist and all 
other churches—not more, and no less, 
and such privileges, liberties and freedom 
are not more nor less than those enjoyed 
bv any citizen of the Republic, whether a 
member of a religious organization or of 
none.

school. The exercises were of a most in­ 
teresting character, and were greatly en­ 
joyed by those who bad the pleasure of 
witnessing them. A friend of the school, 
who has been among those who have la­ 
bored for its success from its first inception, 
contributes the following: “There is no 
work which so rewards patient toil as labor 
for the little ones. Sacramento waited 
long for the plowshare that was to break 
the soil for the seed-sowing that is now 
going on with so much earnestness and 
with a certain promise of a worthy har­ 
vest. The province of tne Free Kinder­ 
garten is to take the little ones from the 
streets during these early years when the 
minds are receiving their strongest impres­ 
sions and to place them under carelul tu­ 
telage. The skiilful teacher makes the re­ 
straint a pleasure rather than a burden. 
The child is amused, as well as 
trained, and, so far as possible, a 
moral correction is applied to the rudeness 
acquired from the education of the street. 
The faculties are all trained in common to 
quick activity, so that, when arrived at 
school age, the child of the kindergarten 
has proved itself the quickest of all learn­ 
ers. It is a fact that such children go 
easily to the first rank upon entrance into 
the work of the public schools. 
“The Marguerite Society had the privilege 
of two years of hard labor to prepare the 
Sacramento mind for the free kindergarten, 
and it has now the higher privilege of see­ 
ing, in addition to its own large school, 
two other flourishing classes under 
other patronage. The Marguerite school 
closed yesterday for 
the 
holidays, 
and 
the 
little 
ones 
were 
sent 
home happy with Christmas gifts. The 
school has been under the charge, this year, 
of Miss Pullman, of Oakland, and Miss 
Jackson, of this city. Miss Pullman brought 
to her work a good, warm heart, full of 
love for the little ones, and a mind care­ 
fully trained for the work. Miss Jackson 
has been an efficient helper, and the school 
shows most wonderful progress under their 
care. With nearly seventy-five scholars 
enrolled, having always a good average 
present, it has been no easy task to accom­ 
plish such a work as the exhibition of 
yesterday shows has been accomplished. 
"Nothing could be more attractive than 
the large, airy room of the little chapel 
owned by the Marguerites, adorned as ir is, 
almost to the ceiling, with the products of 
these children's handiwork. One can trace 
easily the love of older hearts in the work 
of older hands which adorns the walls, but 
the work of the little ones is enough, of it­ 
self, to excite the admiration of all. People 
are looking forward to the time, and that, 
too, not far distant, when every child in 
the city over three years’ old and under 
seven, shall be in such schools as these, 
with the full treasuries of the State and 
city behind them. That the most im­ 
pressionable years of a child's life should 
be overlooked by those in whose hands is 
entrusted tne education of the generation 
just entering upon its career in life, is 
something that cannot long continue.”

Had the severest skeptic in the world 
dropped into the little kindergarten school 
at the corner of Second and M streets yes­ 
terday he would have become convinced of 
the existence of fairies and fairy-land. He 
wouid have beheld a myriad of jolly little 
elfs, in vari-colored paper caps, prancing 
and capering about a Christmas tree which 
fairly groaned under its burden of toys 
and goodies. The silvery peals of langhter 
and the confusion of tiny voices would 
have entranced him. 
A large number of persons did drop in to 
watch the joyous scene—but they were 
not skeptics. They were mothers and 
fathers and teachers, and good and philan­ 
thropic people who establish and maintain 
great institutions such as the kindergarten. 
The occasion was the Christmas ciosiBg 
exercises of the Sacramento Free Kinder­ 
garten. and the great and heavily-laden tree 
had been provided and dressed by that 
worthy institution of young ladies, the Froe- 
bel Association. The tree was erected in the 
center of the main school-room, which was 
profusely decorated and dressed, and it was 
carefully hidden from the view of the sixty 
or more excited and anxious midgets who 
were congregated in another class-room.

Eds. Recobd-Usios : Various means 
have been employed to induce people to 
come to this beautiful State to live, and I 
have thought it might be interesting to 
know hotv strangers are impressed after 
they arrive here and determine to cast 
their lot with the people of the Capital 
City. Fonr years ago, while living in the 
East, I determined to come to California. I 
was conversing with a newspaper editor, 
and told him I had concluded to go to 
Sacramento. He asked, " What do you 
want to go to that sleepy town for?” I re 
plied, “ I have decided to go to Sacramento, 
and I am going, and shall take my family 
with me.” 
In due time I arrived here, and at once 
began to look around for signs of sleepi­ 
ness, for I had expended $1,100 to come 
here, aDd I expected to make this my 
home. I at once became interested in the 
state of things here. The buildings in the 
business portion of the city looked squatty 
and very unpretentious, but on investiga­ 
tion I ascertained that an immense amount 
of business was done in them. The church 
structures I thought were not quite up to 
the average, yet fairly good. The school- 
houses presented a good appearance, and 
the residences loomed up to good advan­ 
tage. I said to myself, "Well, we can get 
along very well with what we have seen, 
and now, what about the people—that ani­ 
mate part of the community ?” For, when 
you have examined a building you know 
all there is of it, but you must live, miugle 
and associate with the people before you 
can know them. I say, unhesitatingly" af­ 
ter having lived here" nearly four years, 
that there is as good a class of people here 
as I have met in Europe, where I spent 
twenty years, or in New York, or New Jer­ 
sey, Connecticut. Massachusetts, Illinois or 
Canada, in all of which I have visited and 
taken observations. 
People here are 
friendly, considerate, kind, courteous and 
polite, and make very desirable friends and 
acquaintances. 
There are too many hoodlums and loaf­ 
ers allowed to remain in town, and a great 
many public resorts and questionable places 
that ought to be suppressed. The laws are 
good, but not well enforced. The Sabbath 
is desecrated beyond all bounds of propri­ 
ety, and politics—well, perhaps they are as 
pure here as in most places. Now, if the 
city is beautiful and well situated, a good 
business and railroad center, with good 
churches and schools, and a real good, po­ 
lite. obliging class of people, good systems 
of street cars. Gurney cab3 and other con­ 
veniences for travel, a climate unsurpassed, 
the surrounding country all that could be 
desired, what is it that prevents Sacramento 
from being the banner city of the State? 
I have been told by prominent people 
—property owners and capitalists—that 
you had a flood over a quarter of a century 
ago, and that it retarded the progress of 
the city for some time. I see no danger of 
that now, for the levees are solid and se­ 
cure, and there seems to be a widespread 
confidence in the permanent prosperity of 
the city. In my opinion, the greatest 
drawback to the growth of the city—that 
which disgusts strangers and new settlers 
most—is the muduy s-reets. This. I know, 
is an old matter, but one that requires the 
most serious attention by those who have 
the welfare and prosperity of the city at 
heart. 
. 
I hear remonstrances on all sides of the 
excessive cost of grading streets, and not, I 
think, without cause. A property owner 
said to me only this morning: “I"will not 
pay $3 per foot for grading I street, al­ 
though it needs it badiy.” Another citizen 
owning property, the rental of which is 
about $55 per month, paid $640 as 
his share for grading his half the street 
upon which his property is situated. 
Instances might be given ad infinitum of 
cases of those who have had to pay such 
enormous sums to get rid of the mud. 
Others, again, who own property are abso­ 
lutely unable to bear such a heavy tax for 
grading. Yet, in my opinion, Sacramento 
will not grow as it otherwise would as long 
as our streets present such a pitiable plight 
as they do every winter. Again, it must be 
remembered that people visiting our city 
for health and pleasure come in the winter, 
just when our streets are at their worst, 
and they leave the city with a feeling of 
horror at the mud. I was riding on a J- 
street car the other day and a lady raDg 
the bell to get off at Seventeenth street. 
The car stopped, but she could not get oil at 
that crossing, because of the mud, and was 
compelled to ride up to Eighteenth street. 
I went up to Twenty-seventh and M streets, 
and a lady living there, haying three chil­ 
dren of school age, said that four times a 
day she had to carry her children across 
the street on account of the mud. Other­ 
wise they could not go to school. 
1 have seen grocers’ and butchers' wagons 
sink to the hubs in mud, and on N and 
Twenty-seventh streets horses have waded 
knee-deep in water. Some will say: “But 
we have had so much rain!" Very true; 
then all the more need for better streets. 
Others again may say: “We have only to 
endure the mnd for a few months." 
I grant it, but we could dispense 
with a good deal of dust in the 
summer, and then have an abundance left. 
I unders-and that Seventh street was graded 
a few years ago, but every year for the past 
fouryears I haveseenmenscrapingthemud 
off that street into heaps, to be carted away, 
and then, late in the season, that sanie 
earth (or some like it) has been brought 
back to fill up low places, to be carted off 
again in the form of mud; and, under the 
present condition, that process must be 
continued indefinitely, which, with the 
watering of the streets in the summer 
months, are items of enormous expense to 
the city. 
Now, what is the remedy? Let New 
York. Washington and Chicago, each of 
which has miles of beautiful streets and 
boulevards as smooth as a floor, answer the 
question. They have neither mud nor dust. 
The plan to adopt, as outlined by Mr. Ray, 
for improving our streets, is the best I have 
seen introduced, and ought to be carried 
out. First, there must be a good, solid 
foundation, say of granite blocks or large 
chips; then smailer chips; then only 
enough gravel to fill up the crevices, and 
all thoroughly rolled; then a coating of 
bituminous rock, such as is used at the 
Southern Pacific depot here and at the en­ 
trances to the Capitol. Such a street would 
last for a great many years. 
Let the hoodlums and loafers and tramps 
be compelled to break the stones, and the 
city could furnish them for nothing, and 
then be money in pocket. The cost of 
such a street would be fully one-half les3 
than formerly, as outlined by Mr. Ray. Then 
visitors coming here would point with 
pride to our lovely. cleaD streets.

THE CITY DEBT. 
S tatem ent by Two o í the Funded D ebt 
I 


C om m issioners. 
Eds. Record U sios: We learn through 
rumors on the street that there is a propo­ 
sition on foot to refund the city debt. Per­ 
mit us to make a statement of the present 
status of the debt and what there is to re­ 
fund. 
There are outstanding bonds in the hands 
of other than the Commissioners to the 
amount of $934,000. These creditors also 
hold claims against the city for unpaid in 
terest in the shape of past due coupons, in­ 
cluding those that fall due January 1, 1890, 
amounting to $108,330—making the total 
amount to be refunded $1 342 330. There 
is, however, in the sinkicg and interest 
fund $103,000, applicable to tne payment of 
this debt. This would leave $1 239,000 to 
be refunded. At 4 per cent, per annum, 
for twenty years this would require an in- 
lerest fund of $49,560 per annum, or $991,­ 
200 for tbe whole period. Now if you add 
the principal we have $2 230 200 of haid 
cash to pay for this debt. 
Now let us see how much money would 
be required to pay the debt if it is not re­ 
funded. Four-sevenths of the long term 
bonds of 1898 and 1903 are in the bands of 
the Fund Commissioners, who hold them 
as trustees of the citv. Of those held bv 
the creditors. $290,200 b:ar interest for three 
years, $210 100 bear interest for eight vears 
and $111,800 bear interest for thirteen years. 
The Fund Commissioners are buying the 
long-term interest-bearing bonds in prefer­ 
ence to tbe others, and have ample means 
to buy all the long-term interest-bearing 
bonds even at the highest market rates be­ 
fore the 1st day of February, 1893, when 
the above $290 200 fail dueand will cease to 
bear interest. Thus the city, after Febru­ 
ary 1, 1893, will not be paling any interest 
whatever, except perhaps an insignificant 
amount on a few scattering bonds of tbe 
series of 1S93 and 1903 which we may not 
be able to buy. 
The Fund Commissioners, if let alone, 
can pay or offset the whole city debt with 
$900,000, after the present year’s income is 
expended. This will require at most only 
seven additional levies—probably, if the 
city grows and is prosperous, not over five 
or six—to wipe out the entire debt.

“Have you never tried to do anything 
for that skin trouble of yours?” asken the 
gruff old physician in a kindly way. 
“NOj” replied the youth with the erup­ 
tive countenance. “I had been given to 
understand that it was necessary for nearly 
every young man to go through what is 
called the ‘pimply age,’ and that there was 
nothing to be done, particularly in so bad 
a case as mine, but to wait for it to pass, 
though it has caused me an infinite amount 
of distress.” 
“Stuff and nonsense!” exclaimed the 
doctor. “It’s true enough that the aver­ 
age young man undergoes a period of af­ 
fliction from pimples about the time the 
beard is developing, but to say that noth­ 
ing can lie done to mitigate the trouble, or 
even to cure it, is absurd. 
I was troubled 
with it thirty years ago as badly as you 
are now, and I remember very well how it 
made me suffer; I used to be ashamed to 
go into the society of ladies or to appear 
on the street, owing to my disfigurement. 
E ut any dermatologist ought to have been 
able to tell me, as I now propose to tell 
you, how the disease could be successfully 
treated.” 
“So it is a regular disease, then,” said 
the reporter—lor it was he. 
“Decidedly so. It is simply ‘acne,’ and 
the easiest way to explain it is by telling 
you something about the structure of the 
skin. You have never seen a piece of hu­ 
man skin tanned and made into leather, I 
suppose. 
Well, it is as thick as pigskin 
and as tough—so like pigskin, indeed, that 
a tanner can hardly tell the difference. 
~ 
dare say that you have always imagined 
your skin to be very thin because it peeled 
off so, but what peels off is only the ‘scarf 
skin,’ which serves as an outer covering for 
the thick, true skin beneath. Now, the 
hairs, which are termed ‘appendages’ to 
the skio, grow from little sacs, each hair 
h. iving a sac of its^own to sprout from with 
a root of its own, like any other vegetable, 
in the shape of a microscopic bulb. The 
hair is a tub?, so that the sap that nour­ 
ishes it may run through i t ; if the tube 
is round the hair is str tight and without 
wave; if the tube is flattened the hair is 
curly in proportion to the flatness. 
Fur­ 
thermore, the hair, growing from the little 
sac—the latter from one-sixteenth to one- 
eighth of an inch in depth—is kept oiled, 
since otherwise it would dry up and fall 
out, by a small oil gland opening into its 
sac. 
Each hair has an oil gland for itself 
attached to its own sac engaged in the se­ 
cretion of oil for its especial nse. Thus it 
grows, and under ordinary circumstances 
the operation is carried on so satisfactorily 
that the incidental processes excite no at­ 
tention. But in the case of a young man 
who has arrived at an age when the 
beard is beginning to develop, there 
is 
always 
stimulated 
action of 
the 
oil 
glands, 
and 
the 
flow 
of 
oil 
into the hair sacs is increased. Then, par­ 
ticularly in the instance of a person who 
is not in first-rate condition physically, 
nature finds difficulty in disposing of the 
extra supply of oil, and the latter forms a 
little clot in the hair sac. That such a 
clot has formed you may often discover 
from a small elevation at a point on the 
surface of the skin, with sometimes a black 
point in the middle. The black point is 
merely a particle of dirt gathered upon the 
clot at the opening of the hair sac; you 
could see it was so if you could bring a 
microscope to bear. When you observe 
such a thing, take a needle, insert the 
point where the black dot is, or in the 
center of the small elevation, and permit 
the needle to enter the sac. Thrust it 
gently down to the bottom of the sac—it 
may be an eighth of an inch deep—and 
move it around a little, taking care not to 
wound the skin or the inside of the sac. 
The performance is painless and readily 
done with a little practice. Next remove 
the needle and pinch the skin between the 
thumb and forefinger at the point treated. 
In nine cases of ten the clot will he 
squeezed out and the trouble in that spot 
will be done with. If the clot is permit­ 
ted to remain, inasmuch as it is a for­ 
eign body, nature will try to get rid of it 
by exciting an inflammation. In this way 
is created what you call a pimple, which 
is very apt to appear without giving such 
perceptible warning in advance as that I 
have been talking about.” 
“But girls who have no beards have 
pimples sometimes, too.” 
“Most certainly, The whole body of 
every human being, male or female, is cov­ 
ered with hairs, although downy and al­ 
most invisible to the naked eye, and in the 
sac from which any one of these hairs 
grows a pimple-producing oil clot may be 
formed. W hen a pimple comes on the 
edge of the eyelid it is called a “sty.” 
Young women at a certain age, from causes 
other than those which aftfect the male, 
are apt to be troubled with pimples. In 
most cases the annoyance can be readily 
cured by proper means. It is a pity that 
this fact should not be realized and that 
the necessary treatment, so easily em­ 
ployed, should not be applied. The same 
treatment will be found not less efficacious 
in your own case, and in those of other 
young men, where the affliction is not con­ 
stitutional.” 
“Pray, tell me, doctor, what that treat­ 
ment is ?” 
“It is simple enough. 
The first thing is 
hot water. 
Apply it with sopped cloths 
to the face as hot as it can he borne three 
or four times a day—the oftener the bet­ 
ter. This has a tendency to soften the 
skin and carry oil' the superfluous oil. 
Take internally a tablespoonful of cod- 
liver oil three times a day before meals. 
Cod-liver oil is not only a liealth-giviag 
medicine; it has also a specific action 
upon the skin of the most beneficial char­ 
acter. 
Finally, be most careful of your 
diet; eat boiled chops and steaks, but no 
pork, and forswear anything fried, as well 
as pastry and pudding. In a word, make 
your fare as plain and digestible as you 
can. 
Take plenty of exercise, so that 
your general health may be as good as 
possible, drink nothing but water, unless a 
little beer, and yon will soon find your 
pimples going away and leaving your com­ 
plexion clear. 
I don’t charge anything 
for this medical advice, my young friend; 
I bestow it upon you gratis. 
If it could 
be published, it might save many people a 
great deal of distress, perhaps.” 


“ S c o tc h R iv e r P e a r ls .” 
Numerous items have recentlv appeared 
in the press concerning the pearls of the 
Sugar river, Wisconsin, which have not 
all been without foundation, since some 
" parcels have been sent to New York 
which were worth from a few dollars to 
over £1,000 a parcel.

It was from pearls found in this 
kind of shells that the name of “Scotch 
Kiver Pearls” was taken. It was the fame 
of these which the historian Suetonius 
says induced Cre-sar to send his army to 
Great Britain, and it was with the pearls 
which they secured that he had a buckler 
made which be presented to the temple of 
Venus GenetrLx. 


In the Cascade mountains, about sev­ 
enty-five miles from Jacksonville, Oregon, 
is to be found the Great Sunken Lake, the 
deepest lake in the world.

M ak in g N ic k e ls an d P e n n ie s. 
The copper used in the manufacture of 
pennies is of the very best quality, and is 
from the Calumet and Hecla Mining Com­ 
pany, Lake Superior. The metal is shipped 
in bulk from the mines to the factories of 
Merchant & Co., in Connecticut. 
There it is rolled and stamped out in 
circles of the requisite size, says the Phila­ 
delphia Inquirer. These circles are per­ 
fectly plain, with the exception of the 
raised or milled edge. At this stage the 
pieces intended for pennies are as bright as 
gold pieces, while those intended for nick­ 
els resemble highly-polished silver. 
In 
this condition they are delivered to the 
mint. Of course, it is absolutely necessary 
that all the pieces should be of uniform 
size and weight. 
The transfer from the factory to the 
mint is made, and the number of pieces in 
a package is reckoned by its weight. To 
find out how many small coins the amount 
of nickel and copper contracted for at 
present will make, multiply the number of 
jiounds of copper by one hundred, and the 
number of pounds of nickel by seventy. 
This calculation will show that the 
metal now about to be made up into coin 
will make 35,000 nickels and 100,000 pen­ 
nies. 
One hundred pennies, therefore, 
weigh exactly one pound. 
When these pieces reach the Mint they 
are subjected to the finishing process, 
which consists in stamping them with the 
denomination, lettering 
and characters 
seen on the coins, when they reach the 
public. To accomplish this, great pres­ 
sure is needed, as the pieces are not 
heated again after leaving the factory. _ 
The amount of pressure required is sim­ 
ply enormous, considering the size of the 
pieces. 
The copper pennies require a 
pressure of ten tons avoirdupois, while 
with the nickel pieces it is necessary to 
put on a pressure of from twelve to fifteen 
tons.

A FIGHT FOR LIFE. 


I am getting rath er old, and live more 
in the past than in the future, but I have 
knocked about so much, and have met with 
so many strange adventures during my 
life, th at this must be my excuse for the 
love I have of every now and then taking 
up a pen and jotting down some of my 
recollections, when I seem in a m anner to 
live my life over again. 
I was always of a roving disposition, and 
could never rest very long in one place, so 
that I have visited most parts of the habit­ 
able globe, leaving home sometimes at a 
day’s notice, intending to be aw ay for 
months, and then as suddenly changing 
my mind, and returning home again. 
I 
hate plans and arrangem ents made long 
beforehand, and I generally act on the spur 
of the moment. 
A lthough this habit, as 
the following story will show, has some­ 
times placed me in awkward positions, yet, 
on the whole, I am none the worse for my 
way of proceeding. 
About twenty years ago I suddenly left 
London in the hight of the season, on one 
of these unprem editated voyages. 
I was 
weary of the eternal round of London life, 
w ith its dinner parties, dances and drums, 
and so determ ined to be oft' at once, not 
caring much where to, so long as I had a 
chauge. 
Four days afterwards I found m yself 
seated at the table d’hote of the Croce de 
M alta H otel at Genoa. 
But here, too, I 
was bored, and I began to wonder what 
had brought me. 
I knew no one in the 
place, and, hating sight-seeing, what was I 
to do ? 
A fter dinner I lit my cigar and strolled 
down to the port, looked at the many curi­ 
ous and varied craft packed together in 
the basin, and watched the picturesque 
groups of sailors from all parts of the 
world. 
W hile lounging about I came across a 
lot of rough-looking Italian sailors dressed 
in blue jerseys aud jelly-bag scarlet caps. 
They particularly attracted me, for, being 
a bit of an artist, I have an eye for color, 
so I stood watching them for a m inute or 
two while they were talking eagerly to­ 
gether, and I caught the words Garibaldi 
and Caprera. I said before that I am given 
to sudden impulses. 
One of these now 
seized me. 
W hy not go and visit this 
hero in his island home ? 
True, I did not 
know him personally, hut I had already 
heard th at he liked Englishm en, and re­ 
ceived them hospitably. 
1 was one of his 
most ardent admirers, and here was an op­ 
portunity of m aking his acquaintance and 
of seeing his strange home. 
H alf an hour before I had no more 
thought of Garibaldi than of th e man in 
the moon, and now I found myself sud­ 
denly engrossed by the idea, as if a visit to 
Caprera had been the dream of my life. 
But how was it to be managed ? I walked 
up and down for a m inute or two thinking, 
and then determined to speak to this 
group of sailors. 
I am a good Italian 
scholar, so had no difficulty upon that 
score, although sailors’ patois is rather dif­ 
ferent from the language used in polite 
society. 
I approached the group and wished 
them a “Buona s e r r a t h e n , addressing 
myself to a tall, broad-shouldered fellow 
w ith a long, shaggy, black heard, I asked 
him if he knew of any ship sailing for 
Caprera and willing to take a passenger. 
Italians are a very inquisitive race, and 
the fact th at I, a stranger, had spoken to 
one of them brought all the group, who 
had dispersed, close together to hear what 
I had to say. 
The mau I had addressed, after looking 
at me and then at his companions, said : 
“Ah, signore, it will lie a difficult m atter 
to find a ship going to Caprera, for there 
is but little trade with the island, and it 
is rather out of the way for coasting ves­ 
sels. 
I am only a common sailor, but here 
is the ‘padrone’ B artolo; he is the owner 
of a felucca which trades between Genoa 
and Leghorn ; he may perhaps lie able to 
tell the signore what he asks. Eh, Bartolo, 
what do yon say?” 
Bartolo, thus addressed, came up to me 
w ith his bauds in his trousers pockets and 
a pipe in his m outh. 
H e was a short, 
wirv-looking man, with a black mustache 
and a dirty, unshaven face. 
H e had a 
most evil expression of countenance, with 
a squint in his right eye, and when he in ­ 
tended to smile, he seemed rather to frown. 
A ltogether lie was about as untaking-look­ 
ing an individual as I ever met. 
I repeated my question to him. 
“W ell,” he said, “I don’t often go to Ca­ 
prera, for it isn’t w orthfm y w h ile ; but to­ 
morrow n ight I am sailing for Leghorn, 
and as tim es are bad, if the signore likes 
to make some arrangem ent w ith me and 
my cousin, who goes with me, we m ight 
manage to leave our regular course and 
land the signore on the island, but I must 
first consult w ith him, as he is part owner 
of the craft.” 
The plan seemed as if it m ight answer, 
so I sent him off for his cousin, to a neigh­ 
boring wiue-shop, and they soon returned 
together. 
H e was a very different-looking 
m an from Bartolo, and I rather liked his 
appearance. 
A tall, stout-looking sailor 
with a bland smile, but I noticed th at he 
was entirely under Bartolo’s thum b, and 
agreed with him in everything he said. 
“W ell, here is Antonio,” said the latter. 
“H e thinks that we m ight ‘accommodare’ 
w ith the signore; but the ship isnot a fine 
vessel, so perhaps the signore had better 
see her before he decides. 
True, it is but 
a short journey of twelve or fourteen 
hours, so th at a little discomfort will not 
much m atter, especially as, this chance 
lost, it may be some tim e before another 
presents ifself. 
Of course the signore 
understands that we are poor men, and 
shall require some good inducem ent to 
make us lose time hv going out of our 
way, hut if the signore will pay us 100 lire 
(£4) down, and give us a small ‘buona 
mano’ on arrival we will take him .” 
The price did not seem extravagant, but 
it is always necessary to bargain with Ital­ 
ians, or they take you for an “imbecile” 
who c-n be easily robbed; so, bearing this 
fact in mind, I expressed astonishment at 
th eir asking so much, and told them it 
was quite out of the question. 
A t last, 
after a deal of haggling, he agreed that if 
next day I liked the look of the craft I 
would pay them eighty lire down, and 
give them another ten lire on their land­ 
ing me safe at Caprera. 
It was now getting late, so we separated, 
on the understanding that I was to meet 
Bartolo at the same place in th e morning 
at S. 
I was there at the appointed hour, and 
found him waiting for me. 
H is cousin, 
he said, had gone on board, and was get­ 
ting things in order, as they w ere to sail 
at 6 that evening. 
After walking a mile among a sea of 
masts and sails of all colors and shapes, 
we at last got to Bartolo’s ship. 
She was 
a small coasting felucca with a lateen sail, 
of the kind so common in the M editerra­ 
nean. 
Antonio and the man I had first 
spoken to the night before were busy stow­ 
ing away a miscellaneous cargo of grain, 
fruit, and 
baccala. or dried 
stockfish, 
which it is to be hoped tastes better than 
it smells. 
I stepped on board and was shown my 
cabin, if such it could be called. 
It was 
in the fore part of the ship, and close to 
the mast. 
I entered it through a narrow, 
dark hatchway, and down a ladder of six 
or seven steps ; and when I got to the bot­ 
tom, I had to bend almost double, as it 
’was simply a square box about four feet 
high and six feet wide. 
Bartolo had cer- 
tainlv not lied when be made me under­ 
stand th at I should have to rough it. In one 
corner was a wooden bunk, w ith a dirty 
sheep-skin laid over it. 
F urniture there, 
was n o n e; there was a horrid smell of 
bilge-water about the whole place, and the 
only light came through the open h a tc h -1 


way. 
A ltogether a most uninviting place; 
but, reflecting that it was only for one 
night, and that, the weather being fine, I 
should probably pass most of the tim e on 
deck, I settled to sail w ith them , and to be 
on board again at 5:30 o’clock. 
I now 
went on deck for a look round. 
There 
were three separate hatchways. 
In the 
middle one they were storing away the 
cargo, and the one aft was used by the 
crew. 
I walked to the town and killed some 
time by looking into the different shop 
windows. 
I was much attracted by a gun- 
maker’s who displayed a great variety of 
arms. 
I don’t know what first put it into 
my head, but w hile gazing 
at these 
weapons the thought suddenly struck me, 
th at as I knew nothing of the men to 
whom I was trusting myself, it m ight per­ 
haps be as well to have some weapon of de­ 
fense about me. 
True th at in my travel- 
bag I carried a life-preserver given me 
years ago, which had slept there harm 
lessly ever since; but still a revolver 
would be more useful, in case of accidents, 
so I walked into the shop, and after look­ 
ing several of them over, ended by pur­ 
chasing a small one. w ith a packet of 
cartridges. 
I now went to the hotel to pack up my 
traps. 
I wished only to take what would 
go into my traveling-bag, so turned out 
everything I thought useless. 
In doing 
so, I came across the life-preserver; I was 
about to chuck it aside when I thought I 
m ight as well take it, and replaced it in 
the bag. 
My arrangements were soon complete. I 
called the hotel-keeper and told him I was 
going away for two or three days, and pro­ 
posed to leave the remainder of my bag­ 
gage in his charge. 
I then dined, paid my 
bill, and, bag in hand, strolled down again 
to the port. 
A ll on board was ready for sailing. Bar­ 
tolo came up at once and asked me for the 
eighty lire which I liad agreed to pay in 
advance, as he said they had to complete 
some purchases before leaving. 
A t 6 o’clock, sharp, we left the harbor, 
w ith a fair w ind; it was a beautiful even­ 
ing, not a cloud was to be seen, and soon 
after dark a glorious moon rose out of the 
sea. 
I sat on the deck smoking my cigar 
and enjoying the tranquillity of the scene, 
while being fauned by the soft sea breeze. 
The crew consiste J of Bartolo, his cousin, 
the tall man called Beppo, and a boy called 
Gigi. 
For Italians they were not a sociable 
lot. 
I tried several times to get into con­ 
versation, but they seemed rather to avoid 
me, aud continually whispered to each 
other in a mysterious way. 
This some­ 
w hat disquieted my mind, and I could n .t 
help reflecting that perhaps I had done a 
foolish thing in trusting myself to their 
tender mercies. 
No one knew of my ex­ 
pedition. 
I had paid them in advance, 
and they were sailing out of their course 
to please me. 
W hat was to prevent them 
from m urdering me and throwing me over­ 
board, and then continuing their regular 
journey without any one being the wiser? 
I am not nervous, nor do I believe in 
presentim ents; but the longer I sat there 
the more would these lugubrious thoughts 
creep over me, until feeling rather chilly, 
I went down to my cabin. 
It looked an awful place at night and 
more like a vault than anything I could 
think of. 
I undid my hag and caught 
sight of my revolver, which I had forgotten 
until now. 
This somewhat reassured me, 
and I loaded it carefully. 
1 then pulled 
out the life-preserver, and placing these 
two friendly weapons by my side, I lay 
down on my bunk w ithout undressing. 
Looking up I could see the broad lat- 
teen sail through the hatchway, with the 
moon shining 
brightly 
on 
the white 
sheet. 
All wxs perfectly still, and I fan­ 
cied that two of the crew must have gone 
down to sleep, leaving the third man at 
the wheel and the boy to look out. 
I tossed about, but could not sleep; the 
more I thought it over the more risky did 
my position seem, for, as I said before, no 
one knew where I was. 
I had been lying down about an hour 
when I saw the shadows of two men re­ 
flected on the sail. 
I strained my eyes 
and ears. 
They were talking in low tones, 
but I caught the words “Dorme,” then 
“Sara presto finito.” 
W hat could this 
mean if it did not refer to m e? 
They 
were evidently preparing to murder me 
in my sleep, and m y worst fears were 
about to be confirmed. 
A cold sweat cov­ 
ered my brow and I seized my revolver, 
determ ined to sell my life dearly. 
The 
shadows had now moved away. 
All was 
still. 
I stepped out of my bunk, and tak­ 
ing my life preserver in my right hand 
and the revolver in my left, I sat in a 
crouching position to await events. 
Oh, the agony of these moments! 
I 
could neither stand nor sit, and I dreaded 
th at before long I should be seized with 
cramp ; yet it was im perative that I should 
keep quite still, if I wished to take my 
assailants at a disadvantage. 
I t was not very long before the shadows 
on the sail again reappeared, and this time 
I noticed that one of them was armed w ith 
a long kitchen knife. 
T he thought of the 
cold steel made me shudder, and my heart 
stopped beating for a moment. 
I felt my 
revolver to assure myself it was all right, 
and then saw that the hatchway was dark­ 
ened. 
I had no tim e for further thought. 
One of the men was coming down the 
steps into my cabin. 
I could see him dis­ 
tinctly, but I was in the dark, so he could 
not see me. 
I noticed a gleam of steel in 
his hand, and the second man was follow­ 
ing close behind him. 
Now was my time. 
I brought back my rig h t arm for a good 
cut at him with the life-preserver as soon 
as he should come w ithin reach. 
A second 
later I had felled him w ith a fearful blow 
on the temples. 
I rushed over the pros­ 
trate form and fired my revolver at the 
second figure, now retreating up the steps. 
H e uttered a cry of pain and an oath, 
showing th at I had h it him, hut still he 
ran on. 
1 followed quickly, rushed up the 
hatchway, and again fired at him, just as 
he was picking up a crowbar. 
This tim e 
he fell on the deck, and I now saw the 
third man and the boy, thoroughly scared, 
making for the further hatchway. 
In a 
moment I made up my mind what to do. 
1 followed them , and having with difficulty 
placed the heavy lid on the hatch, pro­ 
ceeded to cover it with everything I could 
lay hands on, on the deck. 
Luckily there 
was some pig-iron lviilg about, and w ith 
these and various other articles on the top 
of them, I was sure th at they were safe 
prisoners. 
I now had to look to the other men, to 
see th at they were incapable of doing fur­ 
ther mischief. 
The one I had shot on deck was Bartolo. 
My two bullets had taken effect, one in the 
left arm and the other in the leg. 
I drew 
him to the side of the ship and lashed him 
there w ith some rope, and I told him that 
if he attem pted to get loose 1 should shoot 
him dead ; then, looking into my cabin, I 
saw Antonio lying where he fell. 
I repeated my tactics of covering up the 
hatchway to prevent his getting out, and 
then went to the tiller, thoroughly ex­ 
hausted after all I had been through, both 
physically and mentally, but most thank­ 
ful for my narrow escape. 
Soon, however. I saw th at if I had got 
out of one danger, it was only to fall into 
another. 
I knew nothing of navigation, 
and was not even aware in which direction 
to steer. 
I m ight run the ship to ground, 
or a sudden squall m ight swamp her. 
I 
did not know how to shorten sail, and was 
afraid to interfere with the ropes. 
W hat could I do? 
The moon had now 
gone down, and it was pitch dark. 
There 
was no lamp or light of any sort about the 
ship, as far as I could see. 
W ith the help 
of a match I looked at my watch. 
It was 
2 o’clock. 
I thought of calling the man and boy 
out of the hold and threatening to shoot 
.them if they did not navigate th e ship 
properly, but I myself felt so tiied and ex­ 
hausted th at I did not dare trust them, in 
case I should fall asleep. 


On the whole, it was best to leave my­ 
self in the hands of Providence. 
O h! the dreariness of those hours of 
darkness, and the joy with which I hailed 
the first streak of daw n! 
Every now and then Bartolo would give 
a curse and a groan, and th at was the only- 
sound to break the silence of the night. I 
had placed some water by his side and 
asked him if he wanted anything, but lie 
only swore at me. 
I left him alone. 
A t last th e sun began to rise, and I 
scanned the horizon for the welcome sight 
of land or a friendly sail. 
Alas, there was 
nothing to break the dull mass of water, 
and I was still miles away from rescue. 
The pangs of hunger were beginning to 
make themselves felt, and I had nothing to 
eat. 
If this state of affairs continued 
much longer, I should be obliged to call 
up the man and hoy, and in m y weak 
state I felt I should be entirely at their 
mercy. 
I was beginning thoroughly to despair 
after so many- hours of constant watching 
and straining of my eyes, when about 8 
o’clock I saw a speck on the horizon. 
My 
heart leaped with excitement as I instantl v 
turned the helm in th at direction. 
The 
speck grew bigger and bigger, until at last 
I made out the form of a brig sailing to­ 
wards me. 
Soon I could make out a flag 
— the American stars and stripes. 
I tied 
my handkerchief to a stick, and made sig­ 
nals of distress. 
For some tim e she took 
no notice, and seemed about to pass me. 
M y heart sank. 
The thought that I was 
so near rescue, and yet could not attract at­ 
tention, was awful. 
A t last, to my joy, she 
hove to and lowered a boat. 
In a few m in­ 
utes it was alongside, and an officer and 
crew boarded the felucca. 
The sudden relief to my strained nerves 
was almost more than I could bear, and it 
was some seconds before I spoke. 
There was an expression of horror on 
the men’s faces as they looked around on 
the scene of bloodshed, the wounded men, 
and then scanned my face for an explana­ 
tion. 
Did they take me for a madman, or 
a common m urderer? 
A t last I found my voice. They crowded 
eagerly around me to listen to my story, 
and when I had finished all congratulated 
me on my narrow escape. 
The officer, who was the captain of the 
brig, hospitably invited me on board his 
ship. 
H e was sailing to Marseilles, and 
would gladly give me a passage. 
Needless 
to say, I jum ped at his offer. 
W e removed the covering from the 
hold, and called on the men to come up, 
but could get no answer. 
The captain was in a liurry to continue 
his course, and would not wait any longer. 
As I was stepping into the boat, I asked 
him what we should do about the felucca 
and its crew. 
“W ell, stranger,” he answered, “you’re 
well out of it, anyhow ; and I guess we’ll 
now let them alone, to go to the devil their 
own way, and the sooner they get there 
the better.” 
I never heard anything more of them. 
I went straight back to England, and it 
was some months before I left home again.

POSTAL TELEGRAPH. 
Senator Cullora Introduces a Bill for its 
Establishment. 
W a sh in g to n . December 20th.— A bill 
was introduced by Senator Cullom to-day 
to establish a limited postal telegraph serv­ 
ice. It authorizes the Postmaster-General 
to contract for five years with any existing 
telegraph company for the use of its lines 
for the transmission of postal messages be­ 
tween free delivery offices, the Post­ 
master-General having the authority to de­ 
termine between what points the lines 
shall run; messages to be prepaid with 
stamps at rates to be fixed by the Post­ 
master General, and are to be delivered by 
letter-carriers or the first mail delivery 
after received, and such other times as the 
Postmaster-General may direct. 
Before making a contract with any tele­ 
graph company the Postmaster-Gen eral 
shall advertise for proposals. The con­ 
tract shall require the telegraph company 
to furnish wires in case the lines leased 
shall become disabled through storms or 
accidents.

CHINESE IN TRANSIT. 
New Regulations Governing the Move­ 
m ents of Mongolians. 
W a sh in g to n , December 20th.—A set of 
new regulations governing the movements 
of Chinamen in transit through the United 
States has been prepared at the Treasury 
Department. Heretofore, Chinese travelers 
have been required to give bond for their 
direct transit through the country and 
speedy departure. The new regulations 
will require the railroad transporting them 
to give bond in the sum of $10 000. It will 
also be required to turnish tbe customs of­ 
ficers at the point of arrival with a certifi­ 
cate from the customs officer at the port of 
departure, showing that the Chinese de­ 
scribed in the certificate left the country 
within twenty days after arrival. 


SENATOR HEARST’S SERVANT. 
His Employer Intercedes, and Has the 
Crime Reduced. 
W a sh in g to n , December 20th.—Henry 
Radcliffe, Senator Hearst's colored servant, 
who was arrested on the charge of stealing 
$210 from the Senator, was taken before 
Judge Miller yesterday. The Senator did 
not desire to prosecute him, but was ready 
to receive the fallen one back into bis em­ 
ploy. With such an understanding the 
Prosecuting Attorney filed an information 
against the prisoner, charging him with 
petty larceny. He pleaded guilty to the 
charge and was sentenced to six months. 
The Court suspended sentence during 
his good behavior. Senator Hearst ap­ 
peared at the police headquarters this after­ 
noon and wanted the stolen $200 returned 
to him, but as the charge of grand larceny 
was not presented in Court, Judge Miller 
would give no order concerning that 
amount, and the Senator is likely to expe­ 
rience some trouble in getting it back.

Wyoming is in­ 
creasingly Republican, an ! if the Idaho 
test oath is sustained by the Supreme 
Court that Territory wiil be in line with 
Washington and the two Dakotas. 
The Senators and members and delegates 
met to-day and perfected the organization 
of the Northwestern Association, with 
Stewart as President and Congressman 
Carter of Montana as Secretary. 
Providing for Tliree More Clerks. 
W a sh in g to n , December 20th.—In the 
House to-day Mr. McKinley, from the 
Committee on Rules, repi rted a resolution 
providing for the creation of the following 
committees: Standing Committee on Ex­ 
penditures in the Department of Agri­ 
culture, to consist of seven members; Se­ 
lect Committee on Irrigation of Arid 
Lands, to consist of eleven members; Se­ 
lect Committee on Immigration and Natu­ 
ralization, to consist of seven members. 
The resolution was agreed to and each 
committee was given a clerk. 


CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


W ash in g to n , December 20th.—In the Senate 
Edmunds, in presenting a petition for an exten­ 
sion oi time for making pension applications, 
remarked that it was evidently one of the 
printed petitions sent around by persons en­ 
gaged in getting them up. If genuine (as he 
presumed it was), it was deserving of such con­ 
sideration as it was entitled to. 
A communication was presented from the 
President, transmitting one from the Secretary 
of the Interior, with the draft of a bill lor the 
reduction of Round Valley Indian Reservation, 
in California, and inviting the early and care­ 
ful consideration of Congress to the subject. 
Referred to the C< mmittee on Indian Affairs. 
Among the bills introduced and referred were: 
By Coilom. providing for limited postal tele­ 
graph service; br Regan, for the free coinage of 
Dotn gold and silver the issue of certificates to 
serve as money, and the retirement of United 
States and national bank notes of small denom­ 
ination 
, . 
. 
.Morgan called up a joint resolution recogniz­ 
ing the United slates of Brazil as a free, inde­ 
pendent and sovereign state. He spoke at 
length on the subject. 
Eustis said it was the peaceable feature of 
the revolution in Brazil that was most alarming 
to the monarchical Governments of Europe. 
What surprised him was that senators on the 
Republican side had forgotten the traditions of 
their party in reference to the recognition of a 
free government and republics. The resolu­ 
tion, he said, should be passed without refer­ 
ence to a committee. 
Hawley sustained the motion to refer the res­ 
olution. He considered it surprising and dis­ 
credit ibie that any one should attempt to make 
a qn -stion of the {natter. 
Teller advocated a reference of the resolu­ 
tion. He said that whenever the people of 
Brazil say they are tor a republican govern­ 
ment, then we are for Brazil. " The day has 
passed when the monarehs of Europe dared to 
say to the people of any country on the Western 
Hemisphere thev shad not select their own 
rulers and their own government in 
their own way. 
Speaking lor myself 
only, 
I want to 
say—and I would 
be- glad to have it s.iid by every other Senator— 
if the people of Brazil are for a republican gov­ 
ernment, and ii all Europe were against them. 
I would pnt every power, every energy, and 
dollar of the Government in the scale to see 
that the people of Brazil had a republican gov­ 
ernment. If that declaration be made by Con­ 
gress there will be no interference on the part 
of Germauv, Austria, or anv other Government. 
There are no politics in this question. If the 
Senators on the other side are afraid of foreign 
intervention, or o; priestly interference in Bra­ 
zil, let them say now (as I say here) that when­ 
ever the people of Brazil signify their desire for 
a republic they shall have it against the com­ 
bined powers ói the world.” 
Edmunds did not think it nght to declare to­ 
day that the Congress of the United States 


recognized a republic which was kept up at the 
point of the bayonet. 
Morgan declared the attitude or the I. mted 
State- in respect of all count, ies in the Western 
Hemisphere was a very distinct one. He coin­ 
cided in the declaration of Thomas Jeffer.-on, 
that it was the business and duty of the United 
States to proceed to make, and to progress in 
making, and ultímatele to consummate the 
m.iki,.« o' the Western Hemisphere republican 
in its in-titutiens and not the home of de-potic 
institutions. If the empire were ever re estab­ 
lish. d íl would be so against the Monroe doc­ 
trine and in spite of it, and there was no reason 
why Congress should withhold its hand in com­ 
ing to its declaration. He proposed placing it 
on the stature books and letting the entire 
world know that Brazil bad friends who w ere 
ready to stand by the principles of their Gorern- 
ment 
. . _ 
Sherman said the recent movement in Brazil 
was a great event. One of the greatest events 
in modern times, but a question ot grave im­ 
portance arose, and that question was whether 
the time had come for Congress to undertake to 
recognize this new power among the powers of 
the world. While he believed the republic 
ought to take the place of the empire in 
Brazil, yet evidently there was a lingering 
feeling of respect due he said, to one of the 
most distinguished men of the century, whom, 
he thought, as Emperor, had been always will­ 
ing to yield to his subjects, and an Emperor who 
had never done an unkind act. Congress ought 
to wait until several States or Provinces of Bra­ 
zil have expressed their recognition of ihe 
change of Government. It s.-emed to him, that 
until then, the Senate ought to look on sitently, 
with a hone, however, that the new Government 
would take its place proudly among the nations 
of the world. He hoped, therefore, the resolu­ 
tion would be referred to the Committee on For­ 
eign Relations. 
Evarts advocated the refereme of the resolu­ 
tion.Ingalls remarked that this was a bad time lor 
Kings. France was republican, the tendency 
of republicanism in Germany was unmistak­ 
able. and there might be Senators now present 
who would ultimately be called upon to recog­ 
nize the United States of England as a free, in­ 
dependent and sovereign State. But Brazil had 
not come w ithin the category of despotisms. It 
had been republican in everything but name. 
0 here was no authentic information about the 
condition of affairs in Brazil. He had seen 
w ithin the last lew days a statement of an up­ 
rising in the province of Bahia, in which more 
than five hundred men had been put to the 
sword. That did not look very much like 
the 
assumption 
of 
the constitutional 
power of a free government with the 
consent of the governed; therefore, until tne 
Senate had an affirmative and voluntary declar­ 
ation through peacefully constituted authori­ 
ties of Brazil (a ter they had met iu convention 
by delegates elected for that purpose), announc­ 
ing their assumption of Government powers 
and establish the lact by a popular vote that the 
Government had the popular support of the 
people, and communicating to the Senate a 
copy of their ( onstitution with the names of 
the ruiers whom they had elected, he was op­ 
posed to any recognition of that Government. 
He therefore hoped that the resolution would 
be referred to the Committee on Foreign Re­ 
lations. 
/ 
McPherson expressed the opinion that the de­ 
lay of a single hour in passing the join resolu­ 
tion would be disgraceful to the Government, 
to the Senate and to the people of the United 
States. To watt now was simply to court the 
restoration oi the empire in Brazil. 
Sherman made some further remarks depre­ 
cating the introduction of polilics and religion 
into the discussion. and declaring the passage 
of the resolution without consideration by the 
committee would be an act of folly and mad­ 
ness without a precedent. 
Plumb said he had noticed when the first ac­ 
counts of the revolution were received that 
among the prime causes alleged for it were that 
the slave-holders objected to the emancipation 
of their slaves, which had just been proclaimed 
by the Emperor. In other words, that the re­ 
public was an association of peisons who ob­ 
jected to the freedom of those whose bodies and 
labor they controlled. It did not seem to him 
that they laid the proper foundation for a re­ 
public. "He hoped that was not the reason for 
the sympathy oi the Senator from Alabama 
(MorgaD). It might be that the people of Brazil 
did not desire the restoration of the monarchy; 
that they wanted a republican form of govern­ 
ment. 
Teller offered an amendment to the resolu­ 
tion, which he asked to have also referred to 
the Committee on Foreign Relations, it was to 
the effect that when the people of Brazil shall 
signify their intention to establish a republican 
form of government, the United States will fur­ 
nish material aid in, and encouragement to the 
people of Brazil iu the maintenance of such a 
form of government, it such Government be at­ 
tacked by foreign Governments on account of 
its republican character. 
The question was taken on the motion to refer 
the resolution to the Committee on Foreign Re­ 
lations. All the Republicans voted ave, and all 
the Democrats except Call voted no. There was. 
however, no quorum—ayes 26. noes 15—and the 
whole matter went over without definí e action. 
On motion of Senator Stanford, the House 
joint resolution for repairiug the damages 
caused by the floods iu the Sacrametto aud 
Feather rivers was taken np and passed. 
After an executive session the Senate ad­ 
journed. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
W ashington, December 20th.—The Speaker 
laid before the House to-day a message from the 
President, transmitting a communication from 
the Secretary of the Ulterior, together with a 
dra:t of a bill providing for the reduction of the 
Round Valley Indian Reservation in California. 
Referred. 
The Committee on Rules reported a resolution 
providing o the creation oi the following com­ 
mittees: Standing Committee of Expenditures 
in the Department oi Agriculture, to consist of 
seven membeis: a Select Committee on the Irri­ 
gation of Arid Lands, eleven members; a Select 
Committee on Immigration and Naturalization, 
seven members. Resolution was agreed to. 
On motion of McKenna of California, a joint 
resolution was passed making immediately 
available for repairing the damages caused by 
the flood in the Sacramento and Feather rivers 
the unexpended balance of $110.000.

By Ewart of North ( firoliua—A resolution re- 
citiug that it had been openly and notoriously 
charged that the Civil Service Commission re­ 
fused to select its clerks under the provisions of 
the civil service law.-: that the civil service 
questions had been stolen and had been given 
out before the examit ation, and other charges 
hsd been preferred against the committee, and 
directing that ' civil service reform' be investi­ 
gated. 
By E. B. Taylor—To enable a unilorm system 
of bankruptcy. 
By Crain of Texas—Declaring it to be unlaw­ 
ful to drajie public buildings in mourning or to 
place flags on such buildings at half-mast in 
honor of any deceased person, unless such per­ 
son at the time of his death was in the service 
01 the United States. Also, one making the 
terms of members of Congress to begin and end 
on the 31st of December, and changing Inaugu­ 
ration Day to April 30th Also, to reduce taxa­ 
tion. (This last bill embraces tobacco and the 
features of the Mills bill with the free-list Senate 
bill.By Anderson of Kansas—For the creation of a 
United States Commission of Arbitration of Rail­ 
way Strikes. 
By Bartine of Nevada—A resolution reciting 
the recent lead ore decision of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, and declaring it to be the sense of 
Congress that any ore that contains lead In suf­ 
ficient quantity to make it valuable for commer­ 
cial ana inau-trial purposes is lead ore in the 
meaning of the Act of 1S83, and requesting the 
Secretary to modify his meaning accoidingly. 
Breckenridge of Kentucky presented a letter 
from the late Sergeant-at-Arms, Leedom, re­ 
questing the House to make an order or give 
such directions concerning the assets now on 
hand as will relieve him from further responsi­ 
bility for thi ir custody. Breckenridge then of­ 
fered a resolution providing that the moneys 
aud other assets m the hands of the late Ser- 
geant-at Arms, Leedom.be turned over to Ser­ 
geant-at-Arms Holmes, to be held and disposed 
ol by him as may be hereafter determined by 
the proper authority. Breckenridge accepted 
an amendment, providing the adoption of the 
resolution shall not be held or constructed in 
any way to affect the liability of Leedom. 
After a brief discussion the resolution went 
over, aud the House adjourned. 


FOREST PROTECTION. 


DISPOSITION AND PRESERVATION OF 
TIMBER LANDS. 


The Most Im portant M easure Intro­ 
duced in Congress at this 
Segsion. 


Senate bill 549, introduced on the 5th 
inst. by Mr. Hale, has been read twice and 
referred to the Committee on Agriculture 
and Forestry. The bill is for the protection 
and administration of the forests on the 
public lands. 
All timber lands, whether surveyed or 
unsurveved, are withdrawn from sale or 
disposal under existing laws, to be disposed 
of only as provided by this bill. 
It creates tbe office of “Commissioner of 
Forests,” providing for the appointment of 
such officer, who shall have the care, man­ 
agement and control of all the forest lands, 
and hold office during good behavior. He 
shall appoint four assistants, one of whom 
shall be a resident of California, or any of 
the Territories on the Pacific slope, well 
acquainted with the forest condition there­ 
of; and another shall be an expert in the 
knowledge of scientific forestxy. 
The forest lands are arranged into three 
general classes. “First, lands distant from 
the headwaters of important streams, cov­ 
ered by timber of commercial value, more 
valuable for forest purposes than for culti­ 
vation. Second, lands partially or wholly 
covered by timber, but suitable for home­ 
steads, and more valuable for agricultural 
purposes than for timber. Third, moun­ 
tainous and other wood lands, which, for 
climatic or economic or other reasons, 
shouli be held permanently as forest re­ 
serves.” 
It is made the duty of the Commissioner 
of Forests to examine and classify the for­ 
ests and public timber lands, anil to de­ 
termine what portions of the same should 
be permanently retained in reservation for 
climatic or other economic or public rea­ 
sons, aud what portions may be disposed of 
without disadvantage to the public inter­ 
ests; and the further surveying of timber 
land is prohibited until such permanent 
reservations are established. 
Timber on the lauds of the first and sec­ 
ond class is required to be appraised sepa­ 
rately from and in addition to the Govern­ 
ment price of the land. The timber on 
lands of the first class is to be sold on the 
stump to the highest bidder, upon sealed 
bids, after public notice, under restrictions, 
by regulations, as to tbe cutting and re­ 
moval thereof. Lauds of the second class, 
after being classified, shall be disposed of 
as land under the homestead and pre-emj* 
tion laws; the purchaser, in addition to 
the Government price of the land, to pay 
the appraised price of the timber on the 
land. 
Occupancy and use of the public timber 
lands, for saw-milling, or the manufactur­ 
ing of lumber or other timber products, is 
prohibited; and penalties are imposed for 
violation, including forfeiture to the 
United States of all mills, manufactories 
and works erected or maintained on the 
public timber land. 
The President is authorized to employ so 
much of the land and naval forces of the 
United States as may be necessary to pre­ 
vent timber cutting, the destruction of 
trees, and generally to protect the forest 
lands.

A convivial Japanese youth, known about 
town as “Japanese Bill,” was the recipient 
of $212 yesterday, money which was due 
him from a certain transaction, and the de­ 
serter from the realm of the Mikado pro­ 
ceeded at once to decorate the municipality 
a most brilliat vermillion. 
Eventually he dropped into an aristo­ 
cratic gin-mill on L street, between Third 
and Fourth, which is kept by a negro and 
frequented by negroes. Here the jovial 
Jap foolishly exhibited bis .veahh aud in­ 
curred the envy of many beholders. 
Among these were "Joseph Kelly and 
Lincoln Plantón. 
They artfully concealed their feelings, 
however, and, approaching the Jap, bade 
him place implicit confidence in them, as 
well as permit them to join him in his fes­ 
tivities. "Japanese Bill” was by this time 
in a condition to accept anything, particu­ 
larly if it had any reference to "having a 
timé.” So they all became fast friends, and 
the Jap became more and more stupid from 
the effects of the continuous imbibitions. 
Finally the two new friends left their now 
almost speechless Japanese friend, but 
strange to say. the latter’s purse left with 
them. 
Police officers Carroll and Franks got 
wind of the affair, and were soon on the 
trail of Kelly and Plantón. 
The two worthies were finally arrested 
last night and locked up on charges of 
grand larceny. The officers recovered $160 
of the money from Joseph Peaters, a bar­ 
keeper in another L-screet saloon, where 
Kelly and Plantón had left It for safe­ 
keeping.

The Governor and Engineers Examine 
the Payne Break. 
The break in the Yolo levee a short dis­ 
tance below the town of Washington was 
visited yesterday by Governor Waterman, 
Colonel G. H. Meidell, of the United States 
Engineering Corps, and Lieutenant Heuer> 
a member of the Government Debris Com­ 
mission. They were accompanied by en­ 
gineers C. E. Grunsky and P. A. Humbert, 
and river captains Roberts and Dwyer. It 
had been the intention to make the trip by 
way of the levee, on foot, but instead the 
party proceeded by water on the steamer 
Varuna. S undings were made at frequent 
intervals as the boat dropped down the 
stream to a point opposite the Megowan 
ranch. These showed a very uneven con­ 
dition of the river-bed, with alternating el­ 
evations and hollows, which, however, are 
changed from day to day, as the current 
disturbs the debris constantly settling at 
the bottom of the stream. 
While the steamer was halted opposite 
the Payne break in tue Yolo levee Captain 
Roberts, Mr. Humbert and a boatman 
made a trip in a small boat through 
the gap, the fall of the river having 
lessened the current materially within the 
past week. They found 12 feet of water 
above the original bank, where the levee 
had been washed away. The width of the 
break was estimated at between 6u0 and 700 
fee'.The investigation showed that the chan­ 
nel in the river was rapidly widening, aud 
that the highest point of the bar just be­ 
low the break—and about which so much 
has been said—was 12 feet below the sur­ 
face of the water. The situation was found 
to be rapidly assuming the condition fore­ 
shadowed by tbe Rbcord-Union—that is, 
that as the river gets lower and the water 
in the tule basin reaches its level, the river 
current will resume its natural course and 
the sandbar caused by tbe diversion of the 
current through the break will disappear. 
This has been the result in former years 
when breaks occurred in the levees, even 
where the fall force of the American river 
was projecied for months against the Yolo 
bank arid its waters forced across into the 
tule basin just opposite the point of its 
debouchment into the Sacramento. 
WHAT COLONEL MENDELL SAYS. 
A Recobd-Union reporter had an inter­ 
view with Colonel Mendell on tbesuoject 
of his investigation of the river’s condition. 
He said he found nothing alarming in it, 
so far as the Payne break is concerned. If 
the river should remain at its highest flood 
point for months, and the tule basin 
offered no obstruction to the rapid flow of 
such a great volume of water, allowing 
bars to form across the old channel, the 
regular course of the river might be endan­ 
gered, but this was not the present situa­ 
tion. The river was falling, and the tule 
basins filling up, thus lessening the cur­ 
rent through the break. As a natural con­ 
sequence. the temporary deposits in the 
river channel were disappearing and would 
continue to disappear. 
“A few days ago Mr. Grunsky had found 
one and a half to two feet of water over the 
highest point of the bar, whereas,” said 
C lonel Mendell, “we to-day found twelve 
feet.” 
Reporter—“Is it proposed to close the 
Payne break this winter ?” 
Colonel llendell—"Not that I know of.” 
Reporter—"Could it be accomplished 
witfcout very great expense?” 
a. Colonel Metidell—"O f course it could be 
done, but the expense would necessarily 
be very great. Alter tne water falls below 
the old bank of the riyer, however, the 
task can be much more easily accom­ 
plished.” 
Reporter—“Do you understand, Colonel, 
that the unexpended appropriation for the 
improvement of the Sacramento riyer will 
be available for the purpose of closiug these 
breaks at an early date ?” 
Colonel Mendell—“That remains with 
the Secretary of War to determine, I be­ 
lieve. I shall report to him at once, by 
telegraph, the results of my inquiry, and 
he will probably be governed in his action 
thereby.” 
Reporter—“As to the permanent im­ 
provement of the river, has any official or 
commission the power at present to do any­ 
thing to that end?” 
Colonel Mendell—“No. Congress alone 
has charge of that matter, and nothing can 
be done till it takes special action thereon.” 
Reporter—“Have you any opinion to ad­ 
vance regarding the "future fate of the river, 
or as to what is likely to be done to restore 
and maintain it in good condition ?” 
Colonel Meudell—“No, my suggestions, 
if any, will be made in my report to the 
War Department. But I can say that I see 
no new cause for fear regarding the river. 
The Payne break has not, I apprehend, 
caused any more serious ¡Djury than other 
breaks have in former years. They are all 
injurious, of course." 
Lieutenant Heuer, in reply to a few ques­ 
tions asked by the reporter, said he did not 
think the money formerly appropriated for 
doing certain work on the river, but which 
remained unexpended, would be available. 
He based his belief on the fact that, to his 
knowledge, hydraulic mining had not 
ceased eritirely. 
The engineers departed on the afternoon 
train for Sau Francisco. 
CONGRESS TAKES ACTION. 
When Governor Waterman returned to 
his office, after bidding adieu to the engi­ 
neers, he found the following telegrams 
awaiting him:

R. 1C. Waterman, Governor of California: Both 
Drenches of CoDgress to-day passed a joint reso­ 
lution authorizing and directing the immediate 
expenditure ot ail the unexpeuded portion of 
appropriations for improvement of Sacramento 
nver. 
L eland S tanford. 
W ashington (D. C.), December 20th. 
Governor Waterman: A joint resolution has 
passed, requesting the Secretary of War to use 
the appropriations for improvement of the Sac­ 
ramento river. 
M arion Biggs. 
W ashington (D. C.), December 15th. 
Governor K. it'. Waterman: The Secretary of 
War telegraphs Meudell to examine the river. 
The money already appropriated should be used 
immediately. Telegraph us the result. 
T homas J. Cl c n ie. 
A special telegram to the Record-Union 
from Washington last night, concerning 
the joint resolution, said: 
In the House this morning McKenna secured 
the adoption of a joint resolution appropriating 
$151,000 for the repair of the damages on the 
sacramento and Feather rivets by the flood. 
When Mr. McKenna s resolution reached the 
Senate it was at once taken up and passed, re­ 
turned to the House and enrolled and sent to 
the President for his signature.

FROM MAINE TO CALIFORNIA. 


MR. ALSIPS VrKWS. 
E ds. R ecord-Union ; I have read your 
remarks about the river, and think yon 
have struck the keynote. It has always 
been my judgment that the only way to 
levee the river would be by Government 
aid, 83 the expense is too great for private 
capital, and I agree with Mr. Gran-ky 
and other engineers that the Sacramen o 
river can never be made to carry all tlie 
surplus water that comes down" from its 
water-shed and tributaries, and a way will 
have to be made to carry oil the surplus 
water on the west of the river with proper 
outlets into the canal that will have to be 
made. But the Government should levee 
the river on each side from Red Blnft to 
Suitun bay, as they have done on other 
rivers not so important to commerce as the 
Sacramento. Now that Congress is in ses­ 
sion, immtdiate action should be taken, as 
this work should be started before another 
wet season, and it will require concert of 
action from the various couuties tribu­ 
tary to the Sacramento and San Joaquin 
rivers, with the assistance and aid of the 
Chamber of Commerce of San Francisco, to 
get the required aid. 
I suggest that our Board of Trade call a 
meeting of the Boards of Trade of the 
counties interested, and that they hold a 
joint meeting with the Chamber of Com­ 
merce of San Francisco, and present this 
matter in the proper shape to our repre­ 
sentatives in Congress at Washington. If 
this is done, I think we can get proper as­ 
sistance at once to start in and protect the 
lands adjoining our rivers from overflow, 
at it was through the neglect of the Gov­ 
ernment that our rivers were allowed to 
get in their present condition.

From New England's Rock-Bound Coast 
to the Shores of the Pacific. 
Thomas Leigh, ex-Mayor of Hallowell, 
Me., is in the city on a visit to his sister, 
Mrs. E. F. Aiken. He is accompanied by 
Commodore Benjamin Tenney and bride, 
who are making a wedding tour of the 
coast. Both are wealthy men who have 
an eye to making investments in this west­ 
ern country. They came west by the 
Northern route, and spent several days in 
Washington and Oregon. They say tLe 
towns of Tacoma and Seattle, especially the 
former, is a specimen of thrift and Ameri­ 
can push that they think cannot be equaled 
on the Continent. They believe the North­ 
west offers exceptionably good opportu­ 
nities for investments. 
They came over the Denver and Rio 
Grande railway, and were delighted with 
the grandeur of the scenery, but insist that 
it is not equal in picturesque beauty to that 
along the California and Oregon, along the 
headwa'ers of the Sacramento, and in the 
vicinity of Mt. Shasta. 
Since coming to Sacramento they have 
visited all points of interest, and are de­ 
lighted with the suburban residences, es­ 
pecially with the beautiful flower gardens 
and orange trees laden with their golden 
fruit. The Capitol building they assert is 
equal to anything they have “down East,” 
and the Crocker Art Gallery-the finest in­ 
stitution of that character they have ever 
visited.

Commodore Tenney is the proprietor of 
the largest sandpaper manufactory in the 
United States. While this articles is used 
in nearly all the arts and trades, there are 
only six manufactories in the Union. He 
says the Maine quartz is white and pure and 
carries no trace of mineral. He resides in 
Hallowell, on tbe Kennebec river, and is 
owner of one of the finest steam yachts in 
Maine, His summer residence is on Squir­ 
rel Island, a few miles ofl the coast. 
It is 
a favorite summer resort for a large num­ 
ber of New Englanders, aud many Western 
people have their summer cottages and 
spend their vacations there. 
Both Mr. Leigh and Commodore Tenney 
are gathering statistics relative to the 
agricultural aud mineral industries of the 
coast, which will be given tbe local press of 
the communities in which they live. They 
are surprised at the wealth of this western 
country, and of the rare opportunities for 
good and paving investments. 
They predict that at no distant day 
Washington will be a leading manufactur­ 
ing State. It has all the natural advantages 
of immense forests, unlimited water power 
and inexhaustible beds of coal, while as 
fine agricultural lands as can be found "out 
of doors” is subject to entry and home­ 
stead. 
Portland, they say, is a beautiful and 
prosperous city, but the chief industry 
while they were there seemed to be the 
manufacture aud sale of umbrellas and 
rubber overcoats. The weather seemed to 
be a mixtuie of sunshine and shower, 
principally the latter.
